Shipment of Prairie Grain to Ontario 
-for Milling Purposes — Product 
Much In Demand. 



CALGiBT, rJreb'. .19.— "I'ho llrst ship- 
ment of Alberta oats to Ontario tor 
mining purposes was made yesterday. 
The shipment consists of 10,000 bush- 
els of best oats, which averaged .-lO 
])ounds to tho bushel. The variety is 
American Banner, and the major por- 
tion, of the shipment was secured In 
tho vicinity of Langdon, in Bow Val- 
ley.

Budget Speech This Week Wilt 
Disclose the Admirable Con- 
dition of British Columbia's 
Finances 



HOPED TO PROVIDE 

FOa MANY WORKS 



Grant Probable for Bridge Over 
Second Narrows— Mill Bay. 
Road Will Be Completed-^ 

Other Island .Grants 



The estimates of revenue and expen- 
diture for the public services of Brit-' 
Ish Columbia during the current year, 
which it Is expected will bo brought 
down by Hon. W. J. Bowser, as llnanee 
minister, tomorrow or on Tuesday lii 
the local parliament, will unqucstlon- 
■ulily mark statistically the rapidity og- 
British Columbia's forward movement, 
the presont session's'' budget being on 
both sides by far the heaviest that has 
ever been presented by a minister in 
charge of tlio provincial treasury. Tho 
revenues may be counted upon as re-; 
tabling their upward trend during tho- 
ensuhig twelvemonth, and while a no 
loss sum than $156,000 would bo lost lo 
tho treasury on the basis of last year's 
assessment and tax coUootlons, thoro 
will probably be sufficient now souroea 
of revenue by taxation to reduce this 
loss by the odd $55,000 at least. 

On tho other hand tho enormous cost ■ 
of administering the affairs of British 
Columbia may bo gauged in a manner 
by remembrance of tlie fact that for 
educational lequi rcmonts alono a no 
less sum than $1,000,000 will bo oskod 
of parliament, to meet tlie estimated 
charges of the year. Kotiuests for 
BOliools and improvements may fairly 
be said to have come in froni every sec- 
tion and corner of the provinco, mark-, 
hig tho uniform distribution of thoj 
provincial growth;- tlie snmo may 
said as to roads, bridges, and other 
necessary and repioductlvo public 
works. 

It is expected that Finance Minister , 
Bowser in bis i>resent — and first — bud- 
get will .sliow that the million dollar 
loan of UiO.'i has now been virtually 
discliarge<l, but $10,000 of that debt at 
present remaining as a charge against 
the province, and this being reduced by 
$4,0110 annually — which means oxlino- 
tioii in i'.tV'i. The general public debt 
of tho provinco now stands at $10,500,- 
000, and Is being reduced as rapidly a.s 
possible. In comparison with the debts 
of other provinces it is romarltabl.v 
light, especially when taken into ocn- 
sldeivitlon with the assured future ol.' 
British Columbia, and the Immensity of 
the Crown . assets as vested ip and ad- -, 
mlnlsj^ered by';the 'govornment of this 
province, as trustees for tho people.

According to lobby gossip a reply has 
been received from Ottawa sufficiently 
assuring to justify the Inclusion la tliO 
estimates of a vole of $250,000 towards 
construction of tho bridge over Bur- 
lard Inlet near Vancouver, at what is 
known' as tho Second Narrows. This 
bridge is certain to promote a very 
great expansion and development botli 
in North Vancouver and also In subur- 
ban areas aiross the Inlet, on the city . 
side. When .\. I'liillip, clerk of the 
North Vancouver city council, visited 
the capital a few days ago, he look up 
with the govoriinient the question of 
this grant in all its bearings, an uiicHfr- 
siaiiillng being reached whicii eiiduied 
liini later to wire to Reeve McNaiightj.: 
lit Ottawa, In the interests of 'tlib "prb-rV 
ject in the following tornia: 

"The province will give no Second 
Narrows bridge grant to a private rail- 
way company. If the bridge is owned 
In llie public interest, traffic free and 
with tollage for railway users, and an 
equal grant is made by the Dominion, 
the province will give $250,000." 

This proposal is stated nt North 
Vancouver to fully meet the wishes and 
expectations of the people most directly 
Interested, In the application ot the 
Buiiard Inlet Tunnel and Bridge com- 
pany for charter .rights and to have tho 
bridge a niunlciprilly-owned concern, 
control led by no iirlv;ite interest or cor- 
poration.

There Is no better cxamplo' of the

ij leagues of Englnnd and Germany. 

Composed of all sorts and conditions 
"'of men. without any ofClclal stntutj or 
authority, Qr!s!nntl"K in a purely vol- 
untary movement of tho people;, pay- 
ing their own way out of their own 
,;ppoltetfl,' jhe80;:t3Arp_ gr^ 
hkvo iErr6wK'' U^tlR'on 
German league) is nearly as important 
as tho navy it roproscnts; more so 
perhaps it the creator is Kreator than 
that which it creates, for there can be 
: little doubt but that tho present 
enormous development of tho German 
navy is very largely due to the educa- 
tional efforts of tho Geruian .navy 

,: league., A ■ is^'ii'l '- . 

The object of' both these leagues Is 
tho Bame, to educate tho people of 
tholr respective countries us to the im- 
portance of SL'ii power and to keep such 
a constant pressure upon their politi- 
cal representatives as wil! insure duo 
dlllEenco on tlieir part In all matters 
connected with tlie nation's navy.

Second. — To convince every taxpayer 
.and every politician that judicious ex- 
penditure upon- the navy is, for the 
same' nation, only the ordinary insur- 
ance which no. saho person grudges 
in) private; affairsif applied. to risks ap- 
palling in their nature arid extent. 
' T,hird,-rToi>r enlist,;, on national 
grounds, the Vsupport of all classes In- 
maintaining the flefit at the requisite 
.••tandard of strength,. and to denounce 
aiiy shortcomlriga in this respect. 

Fourth.— To Insist that all tho ques- 
tions of the navy ilea above and be- 
yond nil considerations of party poli- 
tics, that a sudden development of na- 
val strength is impossible, and that 
continuity of preparation is tho es- 
sence of national security, and the only 
preventive of ruinous and discreditable 
sc.trcs. 

Fifth.— -;To explain throughout tho 
Kmpiro by lectures, by the dissemina- 
tion of literature, by meetings, and 
provlto proi)aganda, how naval su- 
premacy, the heritago handed dowm 
by goncvalions of British seamen, has 
boon alike tho source of national pros- 
p.ii-lty and the sure safeguard of the 
iibcrties of the people In periods of 
stress. 

.Sl-Kth and finally.— By inculcating 
I'.nd strenuously upholding the prin- 
ciples of a grout natlnnal iiollcy based 
upon sou power, to bind together the 
.scuttercd members of the Empire into 
one groat whole, united In interest as 
in heart, and prepared to maintain 
intact In territory, and untarnlsh in 
honor, the splendid inheritance receiv- 
ed fromoiirr forefather?.; 

But the ,;Na;\^' league Is npt simply 
an English;"i9rgianlsiatlp^\i'lt Is essen- 
tially Britibh'^iifd 'as iSuoh has its 
branches all 'over the face ot tho globe, 
thirty-six in number, of which tho Vic- 
toria and Esquimau branches are 
among tho oldest, ^i, Great as are the 
duties of the central body at home, 
more activity Is, perhaps necc.ss.'iry just 
now from these colonial outposts. 

Britain lias doolared that she Is 
quite ready to take all the responsi- 
bility If need.be, that she as usual Is 
ready to fight her own fight and to 
protect the colonies to tho limit of her 
power, but ahe has also shown her- 
self glad to receive the support of her 
children and now It Is that branches 
of tho league In every colony should be 
busy calling the attention of every 
Britisher to the debt he owes the 
mother country, the personal interest 
he has in tho maintenance of her sea 
power to protect his honor and his 
trade, and to the way In which he can 
best servio the motherland and him- 
self. ■

LEWAITRE'S LECIURE 



Paris. Budget of News Mentions 
Bitter Complaints- Against; 
Go verii ment , for, '.Negl.|c'li'. & 
Military Aeronautics ' , ' 



(By A. W. L'Amoureux) 

PARIS, Feb. 19.— 'M. JuleSi^emaUcg^l 
gave a few days ago in thgfiia^ 
Geographical Society bef6td'''fe,"' large' 
audience tho first of his - course uf j 
lectures on li'enelon, oi-ganized by tho 
Socleto dcs Conferences. Jl. ijomaltre, 
who last year lectured on Uousseau, 
explained that this year he had 
cliosen Fenelon because ho considered 
that these two writers, with Clmteuur, 
briand, formed "a spiritnal dynasty 6t 
dreamers, malcontents ■. and-> discoveri ■ 
ors." ■ - ■ ' " 

He took tho starting-point of Fene- 
lon's life, his remark: ''My youth waa 
pleasant, free, and llllcd with agree- 
able studies and delightful compan- 
ion.'i," and, as its conclusion: '•The 
world seems to mo bud comedy, which 
will vanish In a few hours. 1 despise 
myself even more than the world. I 
regard everything as a makeshift, and 
It is In this attitude towards every.;, 
thing In tho world that I find . peabe-.'fl: 
On tho recent .occasion, however. AC 
Lemaltre dealt with Fenelon'a early 
life. As for his ambition, the lecturer 
said acutely "In a priest, personal am- 
bition can be merged in tho social 
function, and the pleasure of ruling 
mpn and women In the pleasure of dl 
recting and saving souls." 

M. Lemaltre began the study of 
Fenolon's works with his refutation 
of tho system of .Malebranche, who at- 
tempted to reconcile God with the no- 
tion of scientific law, and who has re- 
mained famous because he regarded 
animals us machines and considered his 
dog merely a clock;';, InT this work of 
orthodoxy the . lecturer. i:dl8covercd all 
the great .gifts disjplayed 'later In ITen- 
elon's. writings on Quletismi. /'As Male- 
branche became almost a' heretic 
through listening to reason," said JI. 
Lemaltre, "so Fenelon will, In his turn, 
become a heretic for having listened 
too attentively to tho promptings of his 
heart." 

The Temps dwells bitterly on the In- 
difference of tho government in the 
matter oC military aeronautics. Refer- 
ring to the campaign inaugurated bj* 
.M. Caiiaz/.a to draw attention to the 
alarming superiority of the German 
aerial fleet, the Temps remarks: Tho 
inertia of the ministry of war, its lack 
of initiative, and its pornic.louS';^scep- 
ticism were barely conceivable.' 'But 
little would have been hetded to 
cliunge the disappointment of the. pub- 
lic into anger, only too well justified, 
but General Brun found an expedient 
not to make up for lost, time— but to 
divert the attehtloh* from the German 
dirigibles.' This expedient was the an- 
nouncement that th^ aeroplane was on 
tho point of superseding the dirigible. 
Kow It Is announced that tho German 
government has decided to adopt a 
speolal type of aeroplane, and In 
L'rance nothing whatever has been 
done, so that once again this country 
has fallen behind. ' 

"Wo wonder," says tho Temps, "what 
Ingenious excuse the military authori- 
ties will find on the present occasion, 
to prove that everything is as it shoulil' 
be." 

Certain newly covered Napoleon re- 
lics are now to be seen at the military 
museum of the Invalides. Thoy In- 
clude the stone wiiiclr covered the 
grave at St. Helena. When the solemn 
e.xhumatlon scene was enacted on tho 
island, .Home seventy years ago, in tho 
presence oi: Prince J&B Jolnvilje,%comr 
manding the -French . War (rJgiifejj.Iia 
Bel lo Poule,,. and : the^ English' 'off leers 
of tho garrison, the stones wofe,oa'trlpd 
on board ship and transported to 
France. They were, however, placed in 
the arsenal at Cherbourg, and remain- 
ed there until removed by M. Plcard, 
tho late minister of marine, who order- 
ed their removal to the nlllltary mu- 
seum. Readers of Lord Rosebery's 
"Last Phase" have. Jio. need lo be re- 
minded of his description of the rest-* 
Ing place of the Great Kmperor. Itwas 
due' to Sir Hudson Lowe that no in- 
scription appeared upon the grave. 
When he was approached upon the 
subject, the British jailor refused to 
allow the simple but eloquent, designa- 
tion "Xapolcon," to appear, and bo 
there was none, • 

There Is a poignant qontraBt, between 
the.se bare stones,? ttb.wsv .almost black 
with age and weathiSrlng,' ' and v the 
grandiose tomb of porphery.; 'in the 
splendid chapel of the Invalides. The 
niche reserved for the stones, with sar- 
cophagus and pal! which covered tho 
coffin, is one of tho side chapels In tho 
old building, formerly consecrated to 
French military pensioners, and now 
:issoclated with the military governor- 
ship of Paris. This i)art of the mu- 
seum has received the name of the iXa- 
poleon chapel.

Yesterihiy a j'oung 
farm servant, after an altercation ^vltli 
his empliiyer, hanged hlniselC from a 
tree overlooking a railway, A passerby 
saw him thus suspended, . and walked 
off to report his dl8ooveryi^to>the>locnl 
guard, who, when he arrived "oiW; the 
.s])ut, fonud quite a crowed' assembled. 
He felt the body, percoiyed that it was 
still warm, but would "riotV Interfere, as 
the tree happened to bo standing on 
tho ground of a neighboring parish. Ho 
therefore proceeded to Inform its Hi)e- 
clal guard. After th(> lapse of half an 
hour thi.') wurtliy retu:-ned with, his 
comrade, .-uid then cinsued a long dls- 
cuslon as to whether the tree was situ- 
ated h; one parish or the other, so 
away they went to consult the ord- 
nance maps. liom-H rolled by, and 
when they at last met again on tho 
scene of tho tragedy, they came to the 
agreement that tho tree was located In 
ii third parish. They then walked off 
together to Inform that particular 
guard, who, having visited tho spot 
and confirmed tho opinion that the tree 
was In his special domain, started off 
to report tho suicide to, the gendarmes, 
who finally cut tho rope. Ijong before 
this hour .tho young man was. dead. • ■

The death rate is generally less

Simply that they are steadier, 
and it Is no doubt for the .same reason 
that matrimony conduces to longevity. 

Married people lead a more regular 
life. They are more .surrounded, and 
therefore more controlled, discreet, 
though this control may be, and It 
must be discreet If It is to be useful.

The nutomoblllc diplomacy 
of America has always proved suc- 
cessful In South America, in the fish- 
ery (luestions at Bering Sea, and other 
minor diplomatic problems. Both 
home administration and diplomacy 
have all the more been autonioblUzed 
and at last the American motor car 
has dashed Into South Manchuria. 
Some politicians observe that Mr. 
Knox's proposal has been made with a 
view to I'ccovcr tho reputation Amer- 
ica lost with the resignation of Mr. 
Crane, but -this Is an.erron^ous obser- 
vation.

BERLIN, Feb??; lar^Th'e ■'•Rlienish 
Weatphallan Gazette," publishes a let- 
ter from ''a -well-informed politician," 
who, following In tho footsteps of tho 
Kreuz iioitung, advocates tho conclu- 
sion of an agreement with England. 

Tho question, says this politician, 
whether there is to be war between 
England and Germany is at present 
tho main subject of discussion through- 
out the world. It Is Impossible that 
this should not be tho case, he con- 
tinues,,- for England wishes to retain 
her, .predominant .position in the world. 
and^thlB^Bngllsh'-prodominanco stands 
in th^Vwaif- oI.iiGerman expansion. The 
history of ithe.^worla- and of peoples, ho 
contends, Jeada to the. conclusion that 
war is therefore Inevitable; but Eng- 
land and Germany are more . advanced 
than Rome and Carthage, and neither 
of them wishes to settle the dispute by 
recourse to arms. 

There thus seems a probability, the 
writer of the letter continues, that tho 
two nations may Involuntarily arrive at 
an understanding, and, in Ills opinion, 
this would be the best accomplished on 
tho basis of an agreement to divide the 
supremacy of the world. Germany, ac- 
cording to hlin, suffers more than any 
other nation under tho Engllsli mono- 
poly of the world's waterways. He 
suggj^sts that ,as...a first step towards 
the deslred.'aini^.thQi Mediterranean and 
the Red, Boa'should 'be neutralized, and 
a parallel Suez Canal constructed, 
through which German vessels might 
pass on paying diies just high enough 
to cover expenses .Further, England 
m.ight abandon her opposition to the 
establishaient oC German coaling sta- 
tions. An agreement mlglit easily be 
arrived at on tho subject of Morocco, 
seeing that Germany's wi.shos are so 
moderate, and beyond this there are 
no acute territorial questions. With 
regard tu the Ballian question, Va\s- 
land must perceive that Germany alone 
is In a position to be Turkey's least 
egotistical friend, so that the agree- 
ment on this subject might be arrived 
at without sacrifice on England's part. 

Tho wliole matter, this "well-Inform- 
ed politician" considers. Is beyond tho 
powers , -of diplomatists to settle, for 
they-T-aif?V®^Rec1Wly}'G<srmandlploma- 
tl3ts4^kribw'"tbb5 little of "world-busi- 
ness," ,ivhlch- in ''this case Is tho main, 
factor,'. "The; German ' Crown Prince, 
tdb, 'he adds, enjoys great popularity 
owing- to his Inclination for sport, but 
"it would be more advantageous It ho 
undertoolc a voyage round the' world in 
order to study "world business" and 
■*vorl(l problems. "Tho "politician" 
therefore suggests the formation of an 
Anglo-German Commission, whoso 
members should be ijrlmarlly mer- 
chants and political economistb. 

Tho Pan-German organ itsclC con- 
siders the aim most ostimab-le, but 
fear.? tbiif England is not - at ' present 
disposed to share the dominion of tho 
world w.'th Germany, and will not be 
disposed to do this until "our fleet Is 
strong enough to strike terror Into her 
or our. alliances .^yUhv..o.ther countries 
can menaee fiber ':sfiprim^ It also 
has no" conflderiotfiliSrGerinan diploma- 
tists, and regrets- tSatf Ge'rmany does 
not now possess a;)'.clever atafesman 
such as Blsmarok.'vvirhb couldf'compel 
the esteem and fear of the world. It 
does not fear for Germany, should, the 
sudden war mentioned by the politician 
break out; for, althougli ■ Germany 
miglit be defeated on the iiea,. ''wo 
should continue the war on the con- 
tinent, and secure our trophies of vic- 
tory before Paris or otlier places in 
Europe." ' , ' ' 

With regard to the- general (lucstlon 
of an entente with England, the 
'Mailgeburger Zeitung" recalls Bis- 
marck's . words.. that , it is .unadvlsablo 
to place a lamp under growing fruit 
in order to make it ripen more quickly. 

The Ilamburfjer Xaehrichten asserts

I'he aiuionncement ^Ig-'-nt^ye. that a 
number of Cerman submarines have 
arrived nt Wilhelmshaven, accompani- 
ed by the submarine rcpalr-ship Vul- 
can, for tho flrHt series oC sul)niarlno 
winter manoeuvres over carried out by 
the German na\-y In the North .Sea. 
AddltloniU submarines ;ire no\s' beiiig 
rapidly comi)li-;tetl for tlio German fleet 
under the HI09 cstlniale.s, which tjro- 
'vided Pi, 500,000 for Dielr eon.strue- 
tlon. Next year further Huljinininff 
manoeuvres on a large seale will be 
lield, while the Nouesto Naehrlcliten 
states that the 1910 navy estimates 
shortly to be submitted to the Reich- 
stag, will provide a further 700 000 
for submarine craft, owng to the "em- 
inently sntlsCaotory . results attained 
with those already built." Crews for 
the additional vessels ha-viB'-now been 
trained, so that they will be able to 
enter commission without delay. 

"The aerial fleet manoeuvres at Eli- 
renbreltstein provided conclusive 
liroof that Germany's .-u-rlal warships 
are able completely to fulfil tlio mili- 
tary tasks assigned to them." This 
statement Is contained In a review by 
the official Cologne Gazette, of the se- 
cret norlnl manoouvre.s recently pcr- 
formcd by the German war baloona. 
The Journal states: 

"Tlie first object of tbcse manoeu- 
vres wns to train sufficiently numer- 
ous crews, consisting of helmsmen, 
machine hands, artificers, and auxili- 
ary hands, In,., order that crews would 
be available, ln';case of mobilization. 

"Second, the manoeuvres consist- 
ed of night voyages, flights at 
a great height, and speed tests, all 
of whtcli were of groat Importance 
from n military point of view. 

"Tlie night flights were of Import- 
nnno beeauao these would have to bo 
undertaken to traverse a long distance 
in the, direction of the enemy In order 
to begin operations at rlaybrealc. Spe- 
cial training in steering and In taking 
observations of tho land beneath the 
airship. Is necessary to cany out with 
Rucoess such night voyages, espeelally 
as there Is a lack of charts for air- 
ships. 

"The speed tests were important, as 
they showed the possibility of an air- 
ship making observations and being 
able to return to it.s starting point to 
caryy back the Information which It 




had gathered, or to rcaoil a point where 
Its Information could he communicated 
by wireless telegraphy." 

Ehrenbreitstein began its story with 
tho Romans. In tho twelfth century 
It was a stronghold of tho Archbishop 
of Tr8ves.„:^^?;.wls^;j^ln the seventeenth 
century Iti'waBuValnly besieged- by tho 
French .biit'lf fell to the. armies of the 
Revolution In 1799. After the fall ol 
Napoleon, tho fortress was restored. 
Now It Is part of tho German schema 
of the defence of the Rhine, and diri- 
gibles engagQ'.ln.^ham attacks against 
Its time-beaten walls.

TheltHeinp.erature of the , dty bull) 
thonnotneter appears to malce far less 
difference to the human powers ot en- 
durance than the wot. A dry tempera- 
ture of 10 degrees li'ahr. is not In Itself 
Injurious to health, so long as tho wet 
bulk thermometer la below SO degrees 
Fahr. But If tho humUllty is such 
that the latter is 'above SO clugrees 
l-'ahr., exertion causes a serious rise of 
body temperature. The fact that heat 
apoplexy Is almost unknown amongst 
miners Is perhaps to be exiilaliied by 
the fact that those who are habitu- 
ally subjected to conditions under 
which such a result might supervene, 
are careful to avoid over-exertion, do- 
ing less work, with more frequent 
periods,, in. the; cooler-- air. > .But tho 
death 'of John ,Welsbjiv?,lh;the' Hamp- 
stead colliery, under olrcutilstances 
where duty impelled him to over-tax 
Ills powers of endurance,,.aa well as the 
freiiuency of lieat strokes amongst 
mine liorses, show that the physiolo- 
gical effects Of saturated. air at high 
tonipcratures ai'e not to' bo lightly ills- 
mlssed. 

Interesting information bearing on 
this .subject has been recently publish- 
ed in the November "Bulletin," of the 
Aniorlcui) Institute ot Jllning Engin- 
eers, in which Mr. G. .T. Young des- 
cribes tlic ventilating system of the 
t'ljin.stock mines, Nevada. These miufs 
arn notably hot, and tho relative hu- 
midity In the working places is often 
high. Ye^.the qilnets.'appear .to suffer 
no dotriiitent to health, Pi'ofessor P. 
Fransden. of the University of Nevada, 
has made a study of these atmospher- 
ic conditions, and states that the most 
striking feature Is the uniformly- high 
haemoglobin index of the miners' hlood, 
the number of leucocytes being nor- 
mal. Much of the healthiness of those 
men is attributed to the care with 
which the miners observe the precau- 
tions prcsci'ibed by tho management. 
ICspociiilly is this necessary with regard 
to exposure to sudden cliangea of tem- 
poraturc. Frequent rests, plentiful 
bathing, with shower baths ,both hot 
atid cold, on leaving work, and other 
practices, tend to neutralise any phy- 
siological, tendency exerted by tlioir 
employment. 

Wo learn, In fact, a practical Ic-sson 
from those mines, where no lcgislati"e 
restrictions have been foun^^.ngcessary 
to prompt both mlners^^ahdjinanage- 
ment to take proper .precaution's. The 
Royal Commission on;Ik^Ines;hay,e stat- 
ed in plain language,.:thaf "no.-obJect 
would be'serVedjby: jp'res.orlblhg."a limit 
of wet bulb temperature fdr;the ;carry- 
ing on of work;Ji?;inilne's.,r:Arid this 
conclusion wlll'toe enclorsetl "by'dll prac- 
tical men. ' ■ '. ' . 

Humidity Is not always easy to con- 
trol, since liot only the condition of tho 
mine, but also tho degree of saturation 
of tho ventilating current comes into 
play. A hard .and fast rule restricting 
the working of seams showing a cer- 
tain degree^ of saturation of the mini) 
air would result',' in' somc'cascs, in the 
turlotis position 'that such seams cbli hi 
sometimes l)e normally worked and at 
others would be legally restricted.

variety of .subjects in science and lit- 
erature and may be regarded as ,a 
means of intellectual culture which Is 
just as necessary for the moral well be- 
ing of the student. The success of 
these technical scieiaj^o classes will de- 
pend in .a great measure on tiie toch- 
ers. An elementary school teacher is 
no donlit a fit person to impart instruc- 
tion on all the subjects that form a 
general education even In a night school 
but these classes, are not night schools 
in that sense. Students are supposed 
to have acquired that part of their edu- 
cation. If they have not done so then 
tbero has been something wrong with 
the adininistnition of the Kdueatioii 
Act. Suppose I had to lecture to a 
class of .students how a certain amount 
of mecli.mical work had to be converted 
into heat or Irunsfo-rnied into uh elcc- 
, trie current and the numerical value 
attached to each. ■\Vhat progress could 
be ir( ide if I bad lo begin by explain - 
' ing Lie jnnltlplication table. Or sup- 
pose jie subject was a common pockcl- 
knil'(}-- with a steel blade, cast iron haft 
fixed together with brass wire, to ox- 
philn all the details of Its manufacture 
from the ore ns It lay in tho earth 
would roauire that the teacher had been 
practically acciuaintod with tho ntann- 
f.-icturing process, it tho in.struction had 
any practical value and that docs riot 
come within tlie province of a school 
teacher but having trespassed too much 
on your space I only hope that others 
may bo induced to add their testimony 
to this, great and Important subject of 
technical veducatlon.

I would like, first of all, to warn 
tho French and foreign:i Journalists, 
who win ■'do rihe the hoiior to repro- 
duce and comment on the following 
lines, against; a ; temptatf on. vto vwhlch 
Uioy ha v6 already, ylelded/.'.that-^f ('.ac- 
cusing me of anhouriclni^ the end of 
the world for May 19 next, • 

Tiiere. are several reasons for my not 
making such a prediction. Tho first is 
because It would be absolutely out of 
proportion with tho event, which will 
take place- and which will probably 
pass off unperceived by ordinary mor- 
tals. 

The Bocond.ls tho very imprudence of 
such a prophecy; for, supposing there 
was a reason for it, the prophet him- 
self would not derive any advantage 
as there would be nobody aHve to mark 
his triumph and applaud; and, on the 
other hand, he \vould bo the scapegoat 
for ail the jokes and for . alt the jests 
and the ljutt for all those whom ho 
had disturbed. Therefore it appears 
to me indlspensablo to begin th'.s arti- 
cle be the following declaration:— 

The end of the woi;ld 'will not occur 
on May 19 next. u\ 

This first point established, let us 
examine the astronomical; event an- 
nounced according to calciilatlons. 
Progress of the Comet 

A study of the orbit of the comet 
sliowa that it will arrive at its greatest 
proximity to the sun ,lts perihelion, on 
April ID, after midnight April 19.G5), 
that it will continue Its course, mov- 
ing away from Its culmlijfitlon, along 
the arm of the ellipse- oppp^lte to tho 
first ono, to reach tho'crblt^of Venus 
and that of the earthXii T 

By combing Its- movement with that 
of our planet It Is foiihd. according to 
the calculations of Mr. Cowoll and 
Mons. Crommelln, that the comet will 
pass directly between tho sun and us 
on May IS at 1-4 o'clock, astronomical 
time, counting from noon; tliat is to 
say on ^lay 10, at two o'clock in tho 
morning. At that hour, tho Pacific 
Ocean, Asia and Australia will bo in 
full daylight, while in France it will 
bo still night, a little before dawn. 

The comet will pass over tho disc of 
tho sun almost centrally, .and tho ob- 
servation of this passage will be of 
tho greatest interest for astronomer,- 
from tho point of view of. tho density 
of the comotary nucleus. Photography 
and spectro-photography will play a 
great part in this study. Thecometwill 
traverse tho solar disc from west to 
east, and will take abouti an hour for 
this passage. !f 

On the day of its conjdnction with 
tho sun. May 19, it will bo 128,000,000 
kilometres -distant from that central 
star, and the earth will be 151,000,000 
kilometres distant. The distance from 
tho nucleus of the comet rto pur,;globo

for : instance. It Is a medium sized 
comet.v But its former appearances-, 
show that it is extremely variable. In 
1456 it stuplfled all beholders. ■ In 168'2 
there was nothing- extraordinary about 
it, especially as it arrived after tho . 
prodigious comet of 1680. In 1759 and 
1835 It scarcely impressed anybody but : 
the astronomer. 

We can as yet affirm nothing as fco 
its extent this time, nor as to Its che- 
mical composition. What is most pro- 
bable Is that our terrestrial .,. globe, 
which traverses space at a speed of 
106,000 kilometres an hour, 'will trav- 
erse this gaseous tall as a cannon 'ball 
traverses a light fog, this tail being ^ 
so to speak immaterial, especiallyi.'jat: 
such a distance from the head.' 

These tails aro transparent, and I 
have often noticed, on my own account, 
that the stars before which they, pass 
lose nothing of their brllllancy,-'a- faot^ 
which photography : also ., establishes.^ 
Perhaps there will be noticed -IhtiBrest- 
Ing electric and magnetic phenomena,, 
manifestations of polar aurora, -istorms 
of a new kind, a shower of shooting 
stars, ethereal glimmerings in the up- 
per regions of the atmosphere, while... 
tho observers on the other side Of the 
globe study the passage of tho nucleus 
before tho solar disc. 

Let us recall the displacements and 
internal offshoots photographed on the 
Moorhouso comet, and let us not forget 
that Halley's' comet will be then trav- 
elling at a speed of 170,000 kilometres 
an hour. It will be above all things,-; 
a memorable astronomical date, -which, 
win remain inscribed in our annals as : 
one of the most important. Ip thfe-JiIs- 
tory of comets. We await It^^withArery 
particular pleasure. The Inhabitants 
of Venus and of Mars will'; perhaP'S, 
have some anxiety as to our;Ifate.''But 
they probably think our planet. 'Is run- 
inliabited because it nioes not; resemble 
their own. dwelling place and, .take,; it 
all In all. Is not much of a success. - : i 
Solution of the Problem 

Finally, the solution of tho problem 
admits of several factors. I'-irst, tho 
comet may not touch us at all, which 
recalls tho reply of Henry IV. to a pro- 
vincial mayor, who was offering ex- 
cuses for not being able to lire a can-: 
non in his honor. "Several reasons," ho 
said, "prevent us; tho first is that we 
haven't any." "That first reason is 
sufficient," replied the king, glad of 
being able to stop at once a long 
speech. The comet will surely pass 
on May 19. at the point indicated, but 
its tail quite likely may not reach aa 
far as tho earth's orbit. 

Secondly, if It roaches there, it wUl 
be so rarefied that In all probability 
wo will not even perceive it. ; 

Thirdly, there remalnsfthe unexpect- 
ed as to the possible dimensions of tho 
tall, of electro-magnetic phenomena 
such as those which have been photo-.;, 
graphed on the Morehouse comet, and 
tho presence of cljanogen in its che- 
mical composition. But the rarefac-

Tho Earth and the Comet's Tail 
Tails of comets, produced by a re- 
pulsive force emanating from the sun, 
therefore extend in e direction opposite 
to that star. Therefore, if the tall of 
Halley's comet has a length of more 
than twenty-three million kilometres 
it will reach our globe beyond. For 
several hours we will be Immersed In 
tho gaseous caudal appendage, whoso 
chemical constitution Is still littlo 
known, and moreover differs according 
to tho nature of tho comets. 

Many very serious writers havo re- 
cently remarked In newspapers no loss 
serious, that Halley's eomot, coming 
back every scvonty-fh-o years and 
having already passed twenty or thirty 
times in this v/cinlty slnco tho origin 
of astronomical observations without 
mooting us, thero la no reason to sup- 
pose that it will act differently this 
year. i'JJ 
This reason is fantastical. It Is as 
If ono said that .the .autobus from Ba- 
tlgnolles to ther.Odeohishbttr'havlng run 
over anybody ItiilflOPii^wlll not' do so In 
1910. MoreovferiJ'lfiBhbiild he added, to 
completeftthe ' (iomparlaon a pedestrian 
will Ine-vltably be foiind on a certoln 
point of its route at the precise mo- 
ment when the autobus piuiflos it. If 
Halley's comet has dono nothing to us 
until now, it Is, first of all, because wo 
wwe not in its way, and It did not 
meet us.

It was Christmas Eve of 1908 as I Hat 
gleaning these reminiscences of a Christmas 
■".wenty-four years ago and the two weeks 
preceding, and two weeks subsequent' to the 
same. • 

Personal reminiscences arc usually more' 
interesting, as a whole, to the person most 
intimately concerned, but sometimes some- 
thing '•in them ma\' assist somebody to pas.^ 
away a few idle moments. I trust this poor 
effort ma_v so assist somebody. 

Twenty-four years ago, railroad travelling 
was not quite so luxurious as it is now. Things 
connected with.the transportation of passeng- 
ers had not reached the pink, of perfection now 
crs had not reached the pink of perfection 
' all.' Rotary snow plows, if not a ihmg of the 
future, were' not very common. 1 liniiU, in fact, 
they were unknown. Had ihcy Ijccm m use, I 
do not think that the winter of •■S4-'85 would 
remain to old railroad men of the Northwestern 
vStatcs a horrible nightmare. It is of ♦•ih at great 
blockade, when Victoria was cut off from mails 
for-.several weeks, niy story, has to deal. 

ilt \vas aliout December 15, 1884, that I in- 
terviewed the railroad agent at Galvestou, 
Texas, as to tiic best means of reaching Vic- 
toria, B. C. I regret to say that his idea as to 
the locality of our charming city was an alisf)- 
lute blank. I, having been born in Canada 
(Nova Scotia), .was able to triumphantly in- 
fdrtn him it was a city at the extreme end of 
Canada, on the Pacific ocean. After hunting 
through maps and literature, he was able to 
trace a route via San Francisco by rail and by 
steamer thence, but his information showed. 1 
would reach there too late to catch the steam- 
er, and it would be necessary for me to wait 
nearly two weeks for another. 

'That wj^s not good enough, so he figured 
out an all-rail route, diagonally across contin- 
lent via Portland, Oregon. Beyond Portland he 
seemed to have no information as to any means 
of communication, though the railroad ran 
up to Tacoma. When I asked him how I was 
to get from Portland to X'ictoria, ho said: 
"Um — um — r — Oh! I guess you can walk it 
and get somebody to row you across, as Vic- 
toria appears to be on an island !" "L<et,rne see. 
the map." said I. It didn't look far "(it liever 
. does on a railroad map, if you notice), and I 
agreed that in a pinch 1 couUl ne;>otiatc it on 
foot. I was pretty shy on casii at the lime, 
and when 1 gave up S120 for a second-class 
ticket to Portland, 1 had just .S4 in my ptjcket. 
margin to travel on. when I had to buy enough ^ 
food, to keep nie alive. Outside a; bru-sh .aird ' 
comb and -.toothbrush, my outfit cpilsisted;^^ 
the suit of clothes I stood . in," and a'pretiiy 
shabby suit -.^t,:- that; The coat was an old 
Prince Alberty 'foftunately made of rather a 
good, heavy piece of goods, a vest of the same 
material, and a pair of trousers of 110 particu- 
lar pateni ; a blue flannel shirt and hat of 
some kind conipleted the^^ of what 

might have been a brbken>ddwn attor trying 
to reach Broadway. 

I take pains to describe the'''coat and vest, 
as they;play a prominent part in my tale, later 
on. ■ ■■'■'■■"■■■ . 

.1 was young, T was optimistic, and 1 was 
going to God's country — starting out on a 
long trip with four dollars in my pocket and 
the prospect of walking from Portland to my 
destination had no particular terrors to me. I 
often think Avhat an ass I would have been to 
worry over such trifles, when, "as a matter of 
fact, I was a month on the road, paid my fare 
from Portland and landed in \'ictoria, much 
shabbier than when I started out, but with a 
S20 gold piece in my pocket. 

Before 1 left Galveston the people had liad 
a vositation of fever (dengue/ or breakl)one 
fever, they called it). One-third of the pojiu- 
latiou was down with it at one- time. Though 
I had estaped the sickness, I was much run 
down from overwork, having been d(Mng two 
men's work for some time, at one lime work- 
ing seventy-two hours at a stretch. I linvi'ver. 
Avhen 1 gut into colder latitudes, away from 
tlic Oleanders, ] soijii pulled myself togelher. 

The fiiTst incident of my tri]) was at a jiinc- 
tion in Texas, a place called Palestine. We 
had to wait tl^ere for some hours, so I thought 
I would' take a walk around. When I started 
to go out of the station with others, an cm- 
jiloyee said we better keep under co\'er. Wlien 
1 enquired why, 1 was informed that the citi- 
zens were busily engagetl in the lively and 
oxhilirating pastime of shooting niggers. 
There were as proof conclusive of this the 
bodies of two negroes lying out in the street 
right in' front of .the station. As a further 
bona fides of ''the pleasant little game, we 
would hear the cheerful and frc(iiietu bark of 
the death-dealing Winchester rifle, if we cared 
to listen. We saw and we listened an<l iicard, 
and nohtuly had any furtlier desiri; v^ explore 
Palestine. We sought llie j)Iaces wliere the 
brick walls intervened between the windows, 
and we remained right there. There v,^ere 
some seven or so men, white and bUck .killed 
in the little war. •: ■ , \ ■ ; - 

The next point of interest was .at a,.point 
beyond Dallas, Texas. The; train of the diiy 
before was piled up in a scrap head down a 
bank at the edge of a dry stream. Tliis was a 
business enterprise of a gang- of ijandits. wlio 
conceived the idea of pulling all the sjjikes 
holding one rail, removing the fish-plates and 
leaving the rail in place, looking quite inno- 
cent and as capable of doing its work as 
'though it were fastened down the j-samc as 
other rails. The engine stHcitk'it/^aMf^imini^^^ 
diately went down the bank, followed by ihe 
entire train. I do not recollect how many 
■were killed, but I thought my lucky star was 
in the asc^Midant, that I had not started one day 
earlier. 



When we got up into the Indian Terri- 
tory we met a norther. It is matter for con- 
troversy between a Texan and a Dak(.ilaii as 
to which takes the bun, a norther or a bli/:- 
zard. The 'Texan ibacks ,,the norther-<ancl the 
citizen of the Nortlitirn state pins his faithH-6 
• the blizzard, for sheer wilful cussednes.s. 1 
do not voucli for the story which was told me 
by a friend of niine. 1 never ex]5resset! any 
doubt to him as to its authenticity. 1 didn't 
care to hurt his feelings. Besides he carried a 
wicked-looking Colts six-shooter .and it had 
a hair trigger. Upon investigation, however, 
I proyed that he wasMio relation whateveri;tO; 
the^immortal George Washington. ' 

Well, he said he was out trout fishing one 
day and had seen the proverbial cloml as big 
as a man';; hand on the horizon, but gave it 
no attention. Presently he cast his fly; a trout 
rf>se, bre;icbiiig clear of the \vater. just at liiat 
instant a norther struck tile vicinity, fro.TC the 
water -o that the trout fell back upon the ice. 
In fiye rainutes he.-vyalked out on the ice and 
brbu'ght the 'fish'-^frbzen stiff-^ashore. If I 
had told my friend what I thought of his story, 
our friendship would have' been ruptured, so I 
let it go at that. 

The we.'ither kejit getting colder and colder 
all the time until we reached Kansas City, 
where it was somewhere below^ zero. We poor 
people from the" warmer section found it al- 
most impossible to breathe outside. I stayed 
in the station for several hours, .while wait- 
ing for a train to take me on to. jppn'v'er. It 
got colder and colder crossing the plains until, 
wdicn we reached Denver, it was away out of 
sight. Tiiere was another long wait, and 
again I was unable to face the blast. 1 could 
not breat%':,at' all; outside. On to Cheycne, 
where' it 'was befter,^ and .r .>va^ able to take , a 
look around that typicaU^. .'VVcstern. to>yu— 
apparently a town of salobn.s ' aiid gambling 
houses. ' ' 

Our route now took us over a jerkwater 
piece of road to a place called Pocatello, in 
Idaho, and it was here that we felt the first 
effects of the terrible blizzard which was rag- 
ingjin f the; West, -am^^^ been raging 

for sorjie'time. \Ve iverejiiotified that \s-e could 
not , go, .' fbrward, that th e. road .. was - .blocked 
ahead' of 'us, with no idea , as; to when -(ve- could ~ 
go forward. Some 200 (5r more', passent^crs 
were held u]) at this place. First-class passen- 
gers were i)ut into Pulln-ian cars, and secoiul 
and third-class were herded into emigrant cars, 
with four people to a section. I was put into 
one of , the latter and", had as fellow sufferers 
a.n' Australian and his two big sons. -' :!■ hey 
vyerei intelligent ])easants and'^u'iteiah ihte'rest- 
iriglno- -'"After we got acquaihteij'i-found lots 
to amuse me in them. They were liglrt-heart- 
ed and gay — taught me some queer ■•games 
of cards and ue managed to pass awav the 
time finely. 

Lord ! what families there were in these 
cars!. Chil.dren— children everywhere. One 
man and>}ybnian had a family of something 
like-fourteeh, and they all appeared to be small. 

■ At Pocatello there was a fine railway res- 
taurant*". They had a fine large dining-room 
and set up a siilendid meal. 1 had been econo- 
mizing on my four dollars, and had .•something 
like %\ left, not much, you must admit. Stroll- 
ing over to the restaurant, I stood around 
awhile smelling the dinner which was being 
'.served, it made me simply ravenously hun- 
gry, and I presently went..in and .blew my en- 
tire capital on the best dinriei- I had had for 
many a day. It was a straight dollar dinner, 
and I'll bet a nickel the management ' lost 
money on the goods that time. - I re,ni;^mb'er 
they had some wild duck which was 'p'artiil'u- 
larh- .i^ood. 1 came out, paid lu}' money — my 
all — like a little man, rolled a cigarette, 
rammed my hands down into my empty pock- 
ets and commenced to look- the future in the 
face. The future did not look rosy, I can as- 
sure you. In front of me were several •him- 
dred miles of snow-blockaded railv/ay (the 
Oregon Short Line, just completed). No idea 
how long I would be on the way, no money, no 
overcoat, no gloves or warm cap, no anything! 
Xo; the immediate future did not present an 
alluring prospect. However, my stomach was 
full, I had some of man's solace — tobacco- 
left, the office where I sat was warm and com- 
fortable, tiiid I concluded there was no need to 
worry then, to leave that for manana, which 
is the Mexicano tomorrow. 

After awhile I went and hunted up the tele- 
graph operator and asked him where the su- 
perintendent of the division was. lie informed 
me he was at Huntington, a place a hundred 
miles or so u]) on the Short J^ine, eiuleavoriiig 
to organize some means of breaking through 
the blockade. The blizzard still raged west- 
ward, however, with increasing fury, and notli- 
ing much had been accomplished as yet. The 
.\orihern i'acific had all the men they could 
raise shovelling snow, at $1 jicr hour, between 
The Dalles and Portland, but it appeared that 
for each shovelfull taken out two sIio\-el fulls 
drifted in, and the great mountains of snovv 
continued to grow over the line of rails in a 
.most disheartening manner. Such a storm had 
never been experienced in railroad annals in 
the AVest. The railway coniijanies were un- 
der contract with the government to get the 
mails through. Heavy i)enaltics were attached- 
for the non-fulfilment of the contract, and ful- ' 
filmcnt thereof was an absolute physical im- 
possibility. The men in cha.'-gc were caj)able, 
the men under them most certainlv did all that 
:lflen;^;cftU^^^^^ forces arrayed .against 

tliem w(;rc too great. - Nature appeared to have 
girded her loins for, one -great glorious. exhibi--.. 
tion of wdir.t she could do. She sent her north 
wind, heavily laden with myriads of iKirticlcs 
of white, howling and shrieking ov(;r the tops 
of the great everlasting mountains. Such snow 



that was lightly deposited on the niountain- 
tO])s was immediately snatched off by the mad 
gale, to be deposited 111 a great, overwhelming 
white blanket spread over the valleys, where 
, the, two 'lines pf, steel ran from cast, to west. 
' Not satisfied 'With this, old Boreas followed 
into the valleys, packing the great mantle of 
snow until the earth and all on top of it was 
obliterated by a great shroud of pure white 
many, many feet in thickness. When the 
storm subsided, it was a wonderful scene, in- 
deed, which, was spread out under^'.ones eyes, 
a great white desolation, cut here^arid there by 
. -.the dark streak of -a; river or' stream eating 
through the white,' ■ ' ■• 

Vou may appreciate the awfulness of this 
storm when I tell you that below The Dalles 
on the Columbia river we passed through 
drifts two miles in length and sixty feet in 
depth. A road had been cut through these im- 
mense drifts by the aid of shq^^els' al.oh^i:^,ip^:.^^^^ 
snow had to be taken away on' trains 'of 'flat' 
cars.and dumped into the river. The walls of} 
the'se great snow cuttings were as perpendicu- 
lar as the walls of a room, with barely room 
for the trains to crawl along between. Above, 
towered the great mountains, below raged the 
mighty Columbia river, and on the ledge, be- 
tween these great walls of ,s.now ran the rail- 
way. It was a. fearsoine and awe-inspiring 
sight. It showed what the railway rnen had 
been up against for some three weeks or more, 
wdiat a truly magnificent fight had been put up 
by all engaged in the deadly struggle — and the 
mere fight to open the road was not all. Here 
and there along the blockaded section were im- 
prisoned, stalled passenger trains full of peo- 
ple in a starving condition. One train 1 re:- 
member we heard of, full of men, wortien; and/ 
childreiiji who were reduced to one biscuit aficl 
a', sniall J^fragment of canned meat per day. 
They wei'e finally relieved by the bravery of 
men wdio, with packs of food on their back's, 
crawled along the immense slanting snow 
banks along the river at the risk of their lives, 
lives which they endangered a thousand. -times 
during the hazardous trip. ' ■ 

.'Vt Pocatello we.:Wj^(re'OUtiof' all this for the 
present, and my greate^ttroubleiwas the ques- 
., tion as to where the next rfieal^was?; to come 
from. I wrote a longrtelegram to"the"superin'§ 
tendent, explaining our predicament, and'asked- 
the operator to • DM ' it, which lie very kindlj^' 
did. Promptly came a reply that the company 
would feed everybody v.d'iile the blockade de- 
tained us, and orders .were wired to the restau- 
rant, to- that ; effect., ;iL|[OT myself into a 
co^iimittedof one to ijiforhi-all those people of 
z\U^^\Xp\\^\\\\Q.^ of this happy fact. Procuring 
the.lservice'S'^of numerous interpreters, th6?new:^- 
was converted into Italian, arid German, aiul 
Russian, and Austrian, and every Other' Euro- 
pean language. Such a chattering and excite- 
ment you never did hear. I was the white- 
headed boy. The men all wantetl to shake my 
haridi^jd^jflje^sv^Om hug and 

ld$5ihr^?''T ilidrt'Fmin^ a few 

.a|ithose around about my owm age, but I had 
'to' dra\v the line somewhere, so I fled. 

It was liie funniest thing I have seen in a 
long time, the (lesecnt of that hungry horde 
upon that unfortunate restaurant. I gave the 
operator a tip to come over and see tiie show, 
and we laughed until we were almost spent. 
Fancy. that jman and woma.n with the famih- of 
about fourteen trooi)ing into stich a place as 
they had never been in before 'in their lives, 
and eating such a dinner as, they never hkd, 
except maybe in dreams. It was rich. Tliey 
were as a cloud of locusts' in their descent upon 
that eating house. 

'Phis lasted for a couple of davs, when the 
company decided we were living too high, and 
fearing an epidemic of.'vgout, thev sent up on 
to Huntington, We reached that place on 
Stllvi^imas Eve, and the last spike had been 
dri-verron ihat railway a day or two previouslv, 
so you may imagine things were a bit crude. 
The station was a rough board structure with 
a cotton njof, and contained the eating house. 
Here we had our Christmas dinner, a plenti- 
ful, though roughly served, repast. 

'i'he town consisted almost eiitirelv of sa- 
loons and gambling joints, and contained as 
tough a collection of huinanity as was then to 
be found within the confines of any small place 
in the- West. Each car was visited by a rail- 
way nian, who strongly cautioned everyboch- 
to be on their guard, to keep regular .sentry 
duty at night, and to keej) the cars locked up 
and strangers :it a distance. 1 organized my 
car, drew lots each night for sentries, and w'c 
flid not have much trouble, although every 
night there was a wordy war at some car witii 
strangers who insisted on being admitted. I 
recollect one night were were awakened by a 
big Swede kicking in the glass-covered emer- 
gency case containing axe. saw and gther tools. 
\Vhen we looked u]) he was tlireatenin.g several 
men outside with a hamlsonie red-handled, 
brightly i)olished axe. .•\f(er some threats 
and counter-threats, the men went away. Sev- 
eral^ passengers visited some of the .-saloons 
during the daytime, and came back minus their 
.scajil:y,,stpre, of money; but up to the time I 
left there nothing .serious had happened. 

2ily first business upon arrival was to make 
friends with the telegraph operator and get 
hnn to frank a message to Victoria for, me,' 

It was a few daj^s after Christinas that the- 
(jperator came searching for me," and invited 
me up to his office to have a talk, lie in- 
formed me that a work train of c(jnstrucli(jii 
cars was to he sent west to try and break a 
way IhrougU to I'ortlaud, and would 1 go 
along as operator?. ,'\yoiild a duck swim I I 
informed him the coinpany was Very wtilcome 
to my valuable services, and we accordingly 
arranged terms, and I was i)laccd on the pay 
roll of the Oreijon Short Line. 



The following daj-- I bade goodby to my 
emigrant friends, and a great many of them 
aijpcared to be really sorry to sec me go, 
though glad I was having an opportunity to 
make some progress westward. 

That train of ours was; an oddity. It con- 
sisted of five engines, then two flatcars of coal, 
followed by a blacksmith's shop, theU' the tele- 
graph car, next a store car, the diner. and a 
luimhcr of construction sleepers (three or 
four), and the caboose. The diner and sleepers 
were very long, heavy cars, and all had cellars 
attached underneath, which made them hard to 
drag .through, the snpwr My^ica^cOhsisted; of 
a bojt 'cai- fit'tcd at the rear end 'with a bunk 
on each side, a table with the instruments and 
wires leadings through the root aiiiidshi])s and 
a small beehive stove forward, the latter be- 
ing firmly fastened to the floor. There had 
been a clean mattress ])ut in the hunk, but out- 
side that and a couple of chairs, there were no 
other- comforts "visible." Nearly every crack

You see, my car, though in all respects a pri- 
vate car, did not look over and above cheerful.

fire in It,' accoiirited! for by the fact that the 
coal box alongside was empty. vThe, streaks 
of daylight coming in gaily between the boards 
though adding greatly to the ventilation of the 
car, could not be truthfully said to really add 
to its comfort on a cold winter's day.' The 
only redeeming feature of that car, outside the 
fact that it was better than being outdoors, 
and that-:it;^^^^ mounted on good "wheels and 
they were '■moving w^estward, was the undeni- 
able fact that the floor was a good one.. I 
pointed this fact out with pride to the time- 
keeper, told him to note the fact that there was 
not a single ])lace where, if one were careless, 
one might fall through, though I recommend- 
ed him to be careful of the sides. 

As he still sat dreamily muttering, I made 
a pass or two and commanded hinrto awake 
and enlighten me as to what he saw in his

"I saw that coal, box full and kept filled," 
he began.

"When 
do you begin?" 

"I don't begin; that demijohn does the 
work," he stated. 

1 concluded he was not quite out of his 
trance, but let it go at that. 

In charge of our 150 "tarriers'' was a big 
Jrishman who stood .some 6 feet broad in 
jiroportion, and chock full of the "devil.

We 
had got hold of a 1 empty bottle and filled it 
from the demijohn We were stopped, making 
an cxaminatioh 6 the forward engine.

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. WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS. 

Benedict Spinoza 
Tiii-s .pliilosoiihcr was first and foreniost a 
worsliippcr of God. Tlic love of the Infinite 
Avas developed in him to so great an extent 
that apparently he could not limit his aftec- 
liotis to anything- finite, hence his life was 
\vholly without romantic attachments of any 
kind. I He "was -an earnest student from early 
childhood and seems' not to have had any of 
tlic inclinations and impulses which form so 
large a part in the character of most lads. No 
doubt his upbringing- had much to do with this. 
He was born a Jew and Ijefore his birth his 
l^arents had been compelled to flee from Portu- 
.qal to Amsterdam. He must of necessity have 
become ind)ued with his people's sense of in- 
jury, though they were, treated with leyery 
consideration in their new hdinc ; and his' in- 
c|tiirihg mind, always rational and clear would 
, naturally lead him to wonder at first at the ex- 
istence of such conditions, and later to proljc 
about to find a reason for them. His educa- 
tion, primariy. consisted of Rabbinacil leach- 
ing entirely ; but later on he fornied an in- 
timate friendship witii an Anabaplistj- Jarigh 
Jellea.^who taught him the doctrines and in- 
.stilled into his mind a reverence for Christian- 
ity. Immediately bis intellectual outlook be- 
came' broadened, lie read not only Jewish 
literature but the i)hilosopbical literature of 
every countr}'. AMth a i)erfcctl_\' imbiascd 
mind, he attenipted an analysis of ]3escartc.s 
-Avhosc system was then at' the zenith of its 
influence, ind the works of other philosophers 
wdrc likewise treated to this hitellectuar dis- 
section. When Spinoza felt convincctl that no 
the extent of his ability he had examined and 
■\N-cighcd the truths contained in these works, 
and the truth as concei\-ed in his own mind, he 
.arrived at a ])oint where be felt lie coulil for- 
mulate and elucidate his principles. Incident- 
;illy he was declared a heretic and denounceil 
licforc the synagogue and so bitter was the in- 
dignation against him: that; his life ■wasviu- dan- 
ger at one time; but lifc^^ 
grieved over his ex'cQmmunicatioiV,^^ rather 
ito fcel that it allo\\%(l-'lnrn: a degree 
of freedom. 

Spinoza's theory in regard to the universe 
belongs to ihat cla.ss knowMi as monistic. He 
believed in one God and the universe as the 
outward expression of the invisible God, the 
t\yo, always from the beginning indivisible, lie 
did not believe in the existence of evil, but 
only in "man's depriyafi,on,9if th egood" accord- • 
ing to his, lacjc of \yisdqiiivV . , . ■ 
The^.great:-difipiiilfyJ'fQr mp^^^ in the 

acceptatibh of siich a belief lieSiin-'the apparant 
irreconcilibility between mind as.God and mat- 
ter as God. But Spinoza asserts that infinity 
must express itself infinitely, in innumerable 
attril.)utes which embody, each in its own way. 
the true nature of the 'Substance of Infinity, 
triiey arc extension or the attribute expressed in 
the whole Avorld of material facts, and thought, 
",0f ;these attributes t\yo -arc. known . to man. 
or the attribute expressed in the wh 61 c world 
ofrmcntal facts. Each of these attributes of the 
Substance reveals in its own way, or after its 
own kind and quite independently of the other 
attribute, the whole nature of the Substance. 
IT.ach is infinite after its own kind, just as the 
Substance -which jjosscsses the entire Realty, 
and expresses itself in the attributes is abso- 
lutely infinite,; la other wprds,to.adopt,'iyinc's 
famous cofnpanson, matter and riiirid are like 
two expressions, in two exactly parallel texts, 
of the same ultiniate meaning, or together 
ihcy form, as it were, a bilingual book; but as 
to the succossio-i of the simple words in each 
ihcy are mutually independent. Kach in its 
own v.'ay tells the whole truth as to what the 
Substance is, in so far as the substance can be 
i;>ri)^wed hpvv under this npw under that aspect, 
i-o;, iibw as Substance extended, and now as 
. vSubstance thinking. Each attribute is text, 
each translation, yet neither interferes with the 
other. Accordingly wherever there is matter 
there is mind, and vice versa. That this last 
fact escapes us ordinarily is due to the limita- 
tion of our natures. Our minds are part of the 
Divine Thought, just as our bodies are part of 
tlje . Divine Extension. But we know directly 
Qlily .so mucit of mind as corresponds to our 
own bodily processes, viewed in their linkage 
and in their unitv. Hence other bodies seem 
to us inaniniatc. .\s a fact matter and mind are 
jxirallel and coextensive throughout the uni- 
verse. On the other hand although perfectly- 
corresondent, inseparable, and parallel (for 
each is in its own way the expression of pre- 
cisely the same Divine truth which the other 
expresses) matter and mind, close companions 
us they are, never casually effect each other; 
but each is determined solel}' by its own inner 
laws. Ideas cause ideas; bodies move bodic- ; 
but bodies never pi"oduce mental states, nor d<.> 
thoughts issue in physical movements, even in 
case of our own bodies and minds. '.Phc ap- 
pearance -\vhicli makes this seem true, when 
our^iiiind and bodies seem to interact; is-diie to 
the principle that "the order of cbhnectibn of 
ideas is the same as the order and coimeciion 
of things" owing jireciscly to the parallels of 
the attributes, I fence just when a given ])hy^i- 
oil state takes place in our bodies, the parallel 
idea, b}- virtue of the laws of nnnd, is sure lu 
arise in our conciousness." 

Spinoza was eventually driven from Am-,;er- 
dam to escai)e i)ersecution and moved into the 
country near by, and then to Leyden, and later 
still to the Hague where he died after a sudden 
illness.' In character he was innident, kindly, 
broad-minded and tolerant; the opinions of iiis 
enemies or of his flatterers had little or no ef- 
fect upon him, but to his friends he was sin- 
ccreiy devoted. He was upright, critical of his 



own defects and those of others, caring nothing 
for worldly wealth, or for worUlh' affections. 
The latter quality was the only harrowing one 
in his nature. Jdo was a niysttc in his love for 
eternal things, always unc-vuventional, but a 
good citizen. He was born in 1632 and died in 

1^77-. ■ ^ . '..

THE THIRD DEGREE 

The following extracts from an article by 
Hugh C. Weir in "The World Today" convince 
us that if some American officials had their 
way, an institution would be established cor- 
responding to the inquisition of the middle 
ages. Probably in no other country in the 
world is officialism so abused as it is in the 
United States. Give a V'ankee a utiiform, or a 
mere button to show that he has some small 
authority, and he will tyrannize to the extent 
of his imagination, aided and abetted by a. pub- 
lic who is positively servile' in its attitude to- 
ward officials swhich it put into office and to 
which it pays wages. ThC'^bsurdity of the sit- 
uation would be paraniouiit, if it were not for 
its overwhelming tragedy, 

'Move or less has been written about the sys- 
tmc of the so-called "Third Degree." Little' of 
the truth has been told, however. Little of the 
truth can be told. Ask any jjolice official — the 
chief ot police of yoHr;;pwn city, for instance — 
if th'ere is sii'ch an institution in this countr}' as 
the "Third Degree," and the chances are that 
he will give you an emphatic negaltivc. It is a 
subject that is persistently avoided in the police 
conventions. Occasionally, a newspaper, more 
than ordinarily daring, will hint at a certain 
brutal incident during the administration of the 
"sweat-box" at police headquarters, and the 
police reporter Avill find his news^channels so 
•abruptly and effectually blocked that, unless 
his citv editor understands the situation, he will 
lose his head. 

If we arc to believe the statements of the 
American police, the "Third Degree" does not 
exist in this country, at least in any other than 
the most conservative sense. It is difficult to 
lirovc that they are not telling the truth. The 
victims who have been battered and bullied and 
tortured are afraid to talk about it. - The aver- 
age lawyer knows, by bitter experience, how 
unassailable the police system is in court, how 
thoroughly buttressed the chief and his depart- 
ment heads arc by political, financial and even 
legal interests. And he will advise iiis client 
;tOj,keep;StiU a settlement can be effected 

■biit bl cburt;'' "Occasionally, a re])orter unusu- 
ally alert, or a detective who has bejn "fired," 
or a jMofessional criminal who Is desperate 
enough not to care, will startle the;conirtiunity 
with a glimpse of mysterious secret 'cells and 
padded torture charbers, where men are 
pounded and kicked into insensibility and hall 
drowned with ice-cold water, and their limbs 
twisted^ancl corded with electric sponges and 
needles. " 'Then an indignant protest is issued 
from police headquarters, and.a committee of 
"proniinent citizens" is'iri\rited to inspect the 
building, and the committee — poor, blind, deaf 
committee !— reports conditions "grossly ex- 
aggerated," and the story is forgotten until the 
next one. 

As a matter of cold-blooded fact — no matter 
from what sources it may be denied—the sys- 
tem of the Third Degree' is followed generally 
by the American police vyith a brutality that 
has sent dozens of men with broken limbs and 
bruised bodies and wrecked minds to hospital 
or asylum! Yes, and women, too. 

In, this progressive city of vSt. Louis, a re- 
spectable, hard-working citizen, who had al- 
ways lived a quiet, stainless life, was taken into 
custady a short time ago on suspicion of being 
nnphcated ih a certain robbery in his neighbor- 
hood. .As it happened, he was as ignorant of 
the affair as you or I, but the police dragnet 
had not caught any other prisoner, and he'was 
duly put through the \-arious "sweat-box" 
stages of the "Third Degree." All to no pur- 
l)0se The man knew nothing (jf the case, and 
said so, until he was reduced' finally to the si- 
lence.of sullen obstinacy and flativ refused to 
speak another word cither for or against him- 
self. 

The officials held a conference, and he was 
bundled summarily off to a cell — the smallest 
and dampest in the whole Iniilding. No light 
was given him, and he was allowed only a thin 
straw pallet to shield his body from the stones. 
On the floor and walls, he could feel strange, 
evil-smelling vermin crawled |)ast him. ''.V 
pitcher of dirty water water and a part of a loaf 
of stale bread were shoved through the bars to 
liim, and, then, suddenly, the door was opened 
again, and a second prisoner was pushed into 
the cell with him. 

The newcomer was a negro of the lowest and 
most lirutal Type. The man protested in vain 
The negro was locked in with him in all of his 
filth. Fancy being confined in a cell, three hv 
seven feet, wnth no light, no ventilation, no 
sanitary arrangements, and forced to sharc.it 
with an unkept, illiterate black man Avho had 
not known soap and water for months! Dpes; 
it make you recoil? This was exactly what thV - 
l)olice had in mind. Indeed, they searched the 
entire city for just such a negro, picking out the 
vilest tj-pe the}' could secure in a fine-comb 
search of the slums, and bringing him to the 
jail in the hope of torturing the suspected 
irrisoncr into a confcsion. 

Have you ever heard of the "water cure"? It 
is a singularly effective method of deiding with 
])risoners who persist in tlic statement of their/ 
irmoceiice. The victim who is to be "treated" 
is bound hand and foot and thriist, naked, into 
a long tub. .At onCi end is a wooden clamp, in 
which his neck and head arc fastened in such 



a manner that he is forced to sit stiffly upright. 
His mouth, perhaps, is tightly closed. Sudden- 
ly one of the attendants steps forward with a 
short hose, attached to a faucet. A blinding 
stream of water is shot squarely into the pris- 
oner's face The man's mouth opens in spite 
of himself, and the heavy spray forces its way 
down his throat and into his lungs. For the 
space of a moment, sometimes longer and oc- 
casionally less, he experiences the horrible sen- 
sation of strangling. If his lungs are in .a 
healthy condition and he survives the shock, 
the hose is turned away long enough for the 
guard to ask him if he is "ready to talk busi- 
ness." If he succumbs to the treatment, he is 
jerked out of the tub and sprawled on the floor 
until the water is exp^elled from, his body and he 
struggles back to a i-'ealization of his "surround- 
ings. If he is "ready to talk business," well 
and good. If not, his fate depends on the ver- 
dict of the prison physician. If the gentleman 
of the medicine-case deems him strong enough 
for a second "treatment," he is, again secured 
in- the ttib^,i^-If^not, lie, is .draggcd/ bjick;^^ 
cell' aiidithe authorities arc left'to find othcF 
ways to^ ''brings hirn to. reason." 

In the city ,prispii,.pf; Atlanta, ]\lDses John- 
son, a negrp^f was beaten, until he died, in ..the 
fall bf 1909;-' Ruby jQaither, a white girl, was 
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chained to the wall at about the .same time un- 
til she frothed at the mouth. A commission is

.Another favorite method of the "Third De- 
gree" is the use of a powerful light, directed 
against.. .the; unprotected face of the stubborn 
])risbner. It is really a simple expedient, and, 
ill its way, (piite an ingenious method of tor- 
ture. It was first used in the days of Nero, 
and has been employed cpiitc successfully ever 
since. Have yov\ e\-er ,gazed sr|uarely at the 
sun on a bri,ght day? ^'(Mi remember, then, the 
blinding sensation when _\oii turned your eyes 
away, h'ancy being strapped in a position 
where you couldn't turn away — -where yovi 
were forced to stare intently into its burning 
rays in spite "f your wildest efforts to free 
yourself. This is rnueh ilie saiuc position of 
the prisoner whose cell is flooded with the elec- 
tric rays. He is strapped to his chair, and the 
li.glu is flashed into his face, generally from a 
position so close that it almost scorches the 
skin. He may try to find relief by closing his 
eyes, but the light bores through his lids so 
powerfully that the fancied reHef becomes only 
a mockery. Some prisoners, however, are able 
to face tile light for a considerable period. 
Others, whose optic nerves are not so strong-, 
succumb in an inter\'al of a few moments. The 
"treatment" is used quite often, 1 believe, with 
women prisoners. It docs not in\-oh'e an}' em- 
barrassing use of force, and can be employed 
in the cell without the. necessity of removing 
the, occupant to anptli^r part of the- bl4ihling. 
Then, ,it is all pver'in a shortjtj^^^ and there is 
no cumbersbn apparatus to take away. 

Electricity is becoming more and more pop- 
ular with the administrators of the "Third De- 
gree." The favorite method of its ap])lication 
is called, in jjrison slang, "the humming-bird." 
The prisoner is stripped and bound. Some- 
tiivies he is gagged, also, for he is very apt to 
scream and shriek. The electric current is 
turned into a sponge soaked with water so that 
none of its .strength will be lost. A long han- 
dle is al'Lached, and the operator, with rubber 
gloves, approaches the victim, who generally 
is deposited in a shallow tank or tub. The 
sponge is applied gently to the n'lan's legs and 
then pressed slowly upward over his limbs. 
Perhaps the current is not particularly strong 
and he.only clenches his hands or bites his li|)s. 
The pressure is gradually increased as the 
sponge continues its way up and down the. un- 
protected legs and thighs.. A , low, buzzing, 
singing noise cnumates from it like the sound 



of a humming-bird. This is the wdiirring of the 
"juice," and is the reason for the somewhat 
striking name which has hiicn applied to the 
apparatus. The prisoner's limbs are now doub- 
ling up in great, frenzied knots, and his veins 
arc swollen to double their normal size as he 
tries in vain to tear himself from his bonds. 
And still the sponge continues its path over his 
body. It has iio\y become a coal of fire. 

Professor Hugo IMunsterburg, of Harvard, 
gives the following story, illustrating this par- 
ticular form of "sweat-box" sunning of our 
police : 

•A young woman was found brutally mur- 
dered on a lonel}' road in one of the Eastern 
states. Suspicion pointed to a young man, re- 
siding near by and who had often been seen iiiK 
the girl's company, as the perpetrator of the in- 
famous deed. There was no tangible cv. -ence 
against him, nothing directly connecting him 
with the crime, but he was immediately taken 
into custody on "suspicion" and put through 
the ordeal of the "Third Degree," that is, the 
preliminary stages of the • cross-examination. ; 
He told a quiet, straightfonVarH story, and, in"; 
spite of their most desperate efforts to pick a- 
flaw ,in his stateriients, the authorities could 
find 'absolutely nothing against him. . He >yas 
returned to his cell, and arrangements were 
made for a more sunning test. 

It was known that the prisoner was of a 
decidedl}-- nervous temperament, and that he 
had been muih .unstrung; by .-bis surama,ry .arr 
rest and the brutal tfeatriibnt he had Yecei-ved 
since. These facts all tended to encourage the 
plan of the police, as you will see. The prison- 
er was taken suddenly out of his cell and led 
into a dark room, where a still, white-sheeted 
form was lying on a long table. It was the 
body of the murdered girl. 

One of the detectives roughly jerked back 
the sheet, exposing her bruised features. > The' 
prisoner shrank back, trembling. The officer 
grasped his wrist and shoved him forward to 
the side of the corpse "Put your hand on her 
face and keep it there!" he bel'owed, savagely, 
doubling up his fist, threateningly, as he dicl 
so. 

"I can't!" "I can't!" cried the unhappy pris- 
oner, sinking to his knees. Without more ado, 
the officer jerked him to his feet.vaiidiibrcibly; 
laid the man's hand on the ice-cold ^fate of the^^^ 
dead girl. .The t. prisoner turned a. ghastly 
white and almost fainted, but the detectives 
pushed him nearer the body and held his hand 
on the girl's, cheek, regardless of his signs of 
collapse. ', ' ' , ' . 

"You killed her! Her blood is on your 
head !" a hoarse voice suddenly shrieked in his 
ear. "Her.spul is crying (o God for your pun- 
ishinerit.: ^dbnfess, if you would save your 
guilty body!" 

"I did not kill her! I swear I did not!" the 
uphappy wretch repeated over and over again. 
With a sudden, rough movement, the detec- 
tive seized his other hand, at the same time 
throwing back the sheet until the .girl's neck . 
and shoulders were revealed. Then the pris- 
oner's feet were tripped from under him and 
he was thrown forward onto the icy breast of 
the dead woman. It was too rriuch. His over- 
wrought nerves gave way in a wild, hysterical 
shriek. 

"I confess! I confess!" he wailed. "TaKc- 
me away! Take me away!" 

For montiis the prisoner's reason hung by 
a thread, and it was feared that his mind would 
give way completely. tA the trial it was prov- 
en beyond tlve shadow of a doubt that the man 
was entirely innocent, and that the torture of 
the "Third Degree" had so affected his brain 
that he did not know Avhat he was saving or 
doing at the time of the confession. For a year 
after his release, the young man was a com- 
]ilcte nervous-^wreck, and, it is said, has never 
fully recovered. 

jProfessor Munsterburg': recently declared: 
"Even if nine- tenths of the newspaper stories 
of the Third Degree are exaggerated, a con- 
'dition prevails which it is difficult for the av- 
erage American to believe possible in our 
modern civilization!" 

There is a tradition that the "sweat-box" 
as it is known in .Anierica, originated at the 
New York police headeiuarters, at 300 AIul- 
berry street. Be this as it may, it has spread 
through the countiy, until today its methods 
arc in general use in seventy-five per cent of 
the police departments of the United States. 
Its brutality reaches its greatest height in the 
larger cities, Avhcre the police administration is 
so strong!}' entrenched politically that noth- 
ing short of a civic uprising, such as eliminat- 
ed the old regime of Tammany, can have any 
effect on its foundations. 

From the inquisition of the "Third De- 
gree," as we find it, for instance, in New York 
and Chicago, the private citizen has no re- 
dress nor appeal. It is a power which is czar- 
lilce ih its- supremacy. -To attack it through 
the clogged channels of . the laVv,; is to enter on 
a legal battle wdiich may Stretch 'through years 
of time and involve an expense of tens of 
thousands of dollars, with the odds against a ; 
favorable verdict, no matter how- jiersistent 
and stubborn the fight. We may not like to 
think of the American law as so futile in its 
prptection:;as,|his; Some of us may even re- 
fuse to accept' this statement as true. Wc are 
not dealing with the dtist-covcred theories of 
Blaekstone, remember. We are dealing \vith 
a law which is higher and mightier than Black-, 
stone — the law of machine uolitics. The police 
know this to be a fact, wdiether you do or not. 
The police administration of the average Am- ■ 
ericaii city is so thoroughly entrenched behind 
the menacing power of the corrupted ballot, 
that it can literally snap its fingers at any law 
that, would set. itself ubov.c. . , 

Do you kuo\y that seventy-five per cent of 



the criminals who arc arrested for petty lar- 
ceny, pocket-picking, hold-ups and the like, 
from the red-light districts of New York, are 
freed by the ward politicians? 

This is why the American police can de- 
velop the tortures of the "Third Degree" with- 
out fear of interference. This is why the vic- 
tim who seeks redress finds himself .engulfed 
in a mire before which he is" helpless,^ -It-is 
not legal to arrest a man without definite, tan- 
gible cause. Of' course not! And so we snug- 
gle in fancied security behind our flimsy laws, 
and shrug indifferent shoulders at what -we 
term the rantings of the muck-raker' who 
would tell us of our blunder and:i-oUr^dang?i;^ 
This is why innocent men are arrestid^'^ivery' 
day— every. hour---and -.held "on suspicibri," or 
pdrliapS:Ss*'"witnfeses,''-i^ time as the 

police .see fit to give them their release. It is 
the smug contentment of sorne of us — blind 
stupidity, if yon -will — and the grasping avar- 
ice and respectable thievery of others of us 
that give us a thug for. a political dictator, and 
make;the;'"Thi > 
' ;-;/lMVd bf cleal of the^^ 

the; last resort of the pblicemaii. It is the con- 
fession that his detective ability has failed to 
unravel convicting evidence, that the ordinary 
channels of interrogation can not produce the 
testimony which he seeks. Often he can not 
be blamed. Let us be lair — Sherlock Holmes 
would not be working for the salary of the av- 
erage/- pplice detective. He could not afford 
tb^ liike Beftilion, of Paris, he would claim a 
larger source of activity- and income. The 
cross-examination of the "sweat-box" — and let 
it be a canister broadside at times — is neces- 
sary. But this does not mean the inquisition 
of the torture chamber, the water cure, the 
blazing light, the "humming-bird." This docs 
not mean that, words failing, the policeman 
should be given the license of a dub. This 
does not mean that a man should be kicked 
and cuffed and knocked into unconsciousness, 
because the detective is not shrewd enough to 
loosen bis tongue. This does not mean that 
the mind of a witness should be placed in jeo- 
pardv and his nervous system w-recked and his 
health broken, because a police officer im- 
agines he is holding information to' himself 

.,tliat'i*rnay implicate him in a certain crime?' 

*'The system of the "Third '■Degree" as' we 
know it in this country is bad. It is more. It 
is a menace to the rights of the' citizen, the 
sanctit}' of the home. And it is not aiding the 
cause of justice. Europe has never known the 
evcesscs of the "Third De,grcc," Avhich 'we 
have recorded in .America. And crime in Eu- 
rope has never reached to the proportions of 
crime in Anierica. ■ 

In spite of the brutality of the' '"Third De- 
gree" — of which we can never know the half — 
the .American police are not protecting either 
public safety or public property. While the 
innocent, hapless "suspect" is bullied and bad- 

.gercd and beaten, the real criminal is undis- 

•turbed. This is the worst.

The follpwing'isynopsis will give some idea 
of the plot,of:,the' mtich-talked-of Elektra, the 
opera- byv:Richafid:" St^ soon to 'be, .per- 
formed iii';5^ew.^ The London ' censor 
refused to allow the opera- to be produced in" 
England, hence the American theatre-goers 
are all the more eager to see and to hear it. 

The story has to-do with the nuirder of 
Agamemnon, who has been killed by his wife 
Klytemnestra ; and the desire: for vengeance 
of the daughter Elektra; ■: 

The ,o]gBninff ^scenxs|i§|i^ of 
the palace'-of'lthc^Mriiiae^^^^^ which 
is crowded Avitl| . servants, when the curtain 
first rises, . Elektra appears for an instant, but 
upon learning that she is .watched, hides her- 
self at once. The hour is night. When the 
flock of servants dissappear, Elektra again 
comes forward, and in a lengthy monologue 
explains what is necessary .regarding the death 
of her father, and the sin of her mother and 
her mother's paramour, Aegisthus. The hero- 
ine's sister, Chrysothemus, comesj>n; .tI.ie [stage, 
and Elektra endeavors to instil ihtb'hfcr 'some 
of her own bloodthirstiness, but 'Chrysothe- 
mus would rather not listen, and will not be 
convinced of the justice of her sister's desire, 
for vengeance. 

\Vhen the great sacrificial procession en- 
ters, the Queen Klytemnestra appeals to Elek- 
tra to give her some charm that she may be de- 
livered- from. > the Hvprrib.le. yisibns and night- 
niares" which- pitr^^^^ her. 'Elektra tells "her 
that only by sacrificing herself can she hope 
for peace, and she exults in the anguish of her 
mother. 

Orestes, the son of .Agamemnon, is the one 
being whom Klytemnestra fears, for she 
Icnows that wdien he comes to ]\I}-ccnae he will 
take her life for her sin; therefore when news 
is suddenly brought that Orestes is dead, Kly- 
temnestra openly rejoices and dismisses all 
forebp(Ungs;|ii;Hpwe'ver, the news pf: Orestes! 
death' is" false,' "^^^^^ the man hiihsclf appears 
later just in time to prevent Elektra .from en- 
tering the castle, armed with the hatchet with 
-\vliich Klytemnestra had killed her father, and 
with her mind made up to murder her unnat- 
ural mother. Orestes saves her the trouble, 
and at the last Aegisthus also is slain. The 
gruesome performance ends with a wildly im- 
passioned dance and song by Elektra, who 
sinks dying to tho ground as the rejoicing- 
crowd comes out from tho ca§tlc. ■

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PRE-COLUMBIAN AMERICA. 

At tlic time of its settlement by Euro- 
peans the Indians of a lars;e part of North 
.' America' depended upon atrriciilturo for their 
livinjT. The commonly received idea tiiat they 
lived ciiiofly ,upon tiic products of the ciiasc 
is an error, for, however true tliis may have 
lu-cn of the Indians of the Plains it did not 
apply to tiiose of the Atlantic slope of the 
Continent and a considerable part of the area 
AVest of.tlic Appalachian range. Tiieir chief 
food was niai/.e. for tliat rea.son hnown as In- 
dian corn, or more couimoidy simi)ly as corn.. 
This plant is not found in a wild state and no 
one knows where it originated. , It is said 
to iiave been known in China a' very long 
time -ago, ..and -a f ew grains of it arc said to 
liavc.becii fouiid" in a tomb at Atliens. Some 
persons have claimed that it was the ''i^^ii ii " 
•of Epfvpt; hut if this is the case, it is diffi- 
cult to cxjjlaiu how its cultivation could have 
been completely abandoned in the Old 
■\Vorld before ' the discovery of Am- 
erica. Corn seems to be the plant 
\vhich requires human intervention for ' its 
preservation, seeing that although it has 
been cnltivatcd in America for centuries it 
is never found growing wild. Two cxpla- 
natibns of its existence are possible. One of 
them is that it is ilie result of experiment, 
that some Fre-Cohuubian horticulturist cen- 
turies upon ccntiu-ies ago produced it by a 
]H-ocess of hvbridization ; the other is that it 
was a food plant of pre-glacial man, and that 
some of the grains were preserved throughout 
that period of desolation. But whatever the 
.explanation may be, the use of Indian corn 
o.ver k vast area of the ^^'estern Hemisphere 
calls for a long period during which the in- 
habitants had uuule some jirogrcss in civiliza- 
tion and carried on some kind of commerce. 

Dr. Charles Conrad \])b(Ut. in a mono- 
graph on arciiaeology, says that jircvious to 
ten: thousand years ago the indiansiof: the At- 
liiitic coiast had attained a somewhat advanced 
stage of civilization, and that then some ter- 
rible calamiiv or series of calamities befell 
them, lie thinks that they were slowdy, but 
steadily, making a new advance, when the Eu- 
ropean' invasion came, although it is claimed 
bv others that the Indians of the . Fifteenth 
Century were in a period of arrested, develoi)- 
^iinejit. 'Whatever may be the explanation, it 
.seems certain that great injustice has iieeii 
■done these people, who have been representd 
as cruel, treacherous and fond of war. The 
truth of the matter is that they did no more 
vthan others would have done, if their lands 
had been invaded by a strange race, as utterly 
regardless of their rights ai. the European set- 
tlers of .America we're. Naturally those wlio 
told the stories of those days lobkecl uj-zon 
everything from the European point' of view. 
Religious prejudices blinded tiieir eyes to the 
■good qualitv of men. who worsliiiiped the Great 
Spirit instead of God, although a little thought 
should have shown tlicni that the object of 
Avorslii]) was the same in both cases. Eust of 
gohl caused them t(j fi;>rget every spirit of hon- 
or and morality. Their vices poisoned the 
blood of the . red . men. Their weapons made 
them reckless in their dealings with a proud 
and valiant race. And when they had worked 
out liioirown sweet will in rapine, plunder ami 
l)lo(Tdslied. they sat down and wrote the st(.iry 
of it all. and look good care to put the Indians 
always in the wrong. The barbarous theory 
■■ that "the only good Indian is a dead Indian" 
shows the Red Man not as he was in pre-Co- 
lumbian days, but as he was after contact for 
two hundred years with European viciousness 
and Mijusticc. Hut interesting as speculation 
is as In the (irigin of the Indians of Xorth Am- 
erica and the progress attained by Llieni at an 
earl}- period in their history, it must l)e :id- 
inilled with reluctance that there are few 
data which justify definite conclusions. 

At some prehistoric ])eriod a race of men 
Icnown as the Mound-builders were widely 
distributed over the Continent. An attempt 
has been made to identify these people with 
the present Indian population, but it has not 
been very successful. There seems io be some 
relation between monnd-builditig and jiyra- 
inids. for rdl the intermediate stages lietwcen 
:i rude mound and .-i finished pyramid are 
found nil the American eiinlinont. The num- 
ber of these mounds is \-ery great. In Ohio 
alone. 1.500 mounds of stone and 10,000 of 
earth have been found. The word "mound," it 
may be observed, is here used to describe a 
class of structures, which arc not necessarily 
merel}- heaped-up masses, but may assume the 
sh.ape of walls or some resemblance to ani- 
mals, siu:li ;is ihc great elephantine ni'umd, 
^vhich, accidentally or otherwise, bears a 
striking resemblance to an elephant or masto- 
don, the great serpent mound, and .so on. Their 
height varies from 5 to 30 feet, and their area 
from a few acres up to ^ square mile in one 
knot\'n instance. They are of various forms, 
circular, o\al, square or se veral -sided. I're- 
<pK-ntl\' the\' are surrounded by a wall and 
sometimes by more than (me. JSricf references 
may be made to some of them. One is on the 
Ohio river. It is goo feet in circumference and 
70 feet high, and is. in the form of a truncated 
cone; that is, it does not come io a point, , Its 
cubic contents arc'cqual to tho.se of the third 
Pyramid. This mound has been opened. .At; 
a distance of ill feet from the outside a vault 
excavated in the solid ground was discn ered. 
Jl w;ts by 12 feet in area and 7 feet higli, and 
its ;;ides and roof had liecn of tiniijer, wdiich 
had rotted. Two human skeletons were found 
in this chamber. One of them was surround 
cd by 650 ivory beads and an ivory orna- 
ment. Above this vault or clniinbcr was an- 
other, and in it was a sI:cieiou ornamented 
Avith copper rings, plates of mica and bone 
heads, 'and more than two thousand discs cut 
from shells. In North Car<llina a mound was 



opened and found to contain the skeleton of a 
man, who must .haVjCi.been.at least 7 feet tall 
and built in 'proportion?.-* Under and around 
this skeleton ^verc remains of fire. In a 
mound in Ohio 54 copper ornaments Averc 
found ; they had been beaten out of their or- 
iginal shape before being buried ; stone .orna^ 
ments and a great ([uantity of mica weirc'silsb 
found in this mound. The serpent 'mottnd is 
in Ohio; it is 1,300 feet in length. The mounds 
of Central and .South .America are usually of 
stone and of pyramidal shaiie, but in ever_\' 
case the}' seem to be truncated. Tlioy are built 
of stone, and the bKicks are iisutilly very large. 
In one instance, in Peru, they measure 16 feet 
each way. The:;Skill;necessary to qiiarry,^ 
vast masses of i-oick, td* transport thcnrtd%eir':' 
])resent location, and to' put them" in place 
must have been very great, and no satisfactory 
explanation has e\'er been given of it. There 
is no reason to suppose that the Iniilders of 
these huge structures made use of animals for 
tr.aclion pin-])oses. To move a mass oi rock 
weighing at least 500 tons would task the in- 
genuity of modern .builders-;, yet these abori- 
ginal races moved 'maiiy of'theril, and trans- 
sported them for considerable distances. In 
respect to such achievements we can do little 
more than accept the facts as we find them. 
Any explanation of how such things were ac- 
complishetl can be little more than a guess; 
but that they were done necessarily implies a 
very considerable dbvelopment of "mechanical 
skill, a boldness of architectural coiiceptioti, a 
long period of settled governiiient and a nu- 
merous population. If we could unlock the 
stone-house of pre-Columbian m3-steries a 
wealth of surprise would doubtless be brought 
to light. ' ■ 'V'/ ■■:'-^\ 



ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

It was nearly two years .after his lather's 
death that l.ulward I. reached I'lngland. IJur- 
ing his absence from the realm he had de- 
termined upon a line of policy, and to c'lrrv it 
into effect, he summoned a Parliament in the 
following year, 1275, and submitted to it the, 
iMist Statute of i Westminster. This .was a 
stimniary 'bf Vgiich portions *of the Great Gliar- 
ter as seemed necessary to he preserved, and 
the substance of the Provisions ' of Oxford 
and the .Statute of Marlborough, as well as 
certain recent rnles that had been ado])ted for 
administrative i)urposcs. There was little, if 
anything,,, in it that 'could be said to he abs(j- 
lutcly ,neAV.: . t'p to .lite^^l^^ years of the 

reignigf Jrlehty.ljLTi/t^^ of the state 

and the only iWbney'^'mj>^^^^^ pur- 
poses were dcri\'e(l directly or' indirectly from 
the land. Personal prop'ei-ty . was exempt, and 
the taxes u])on the land were limited to cer- 
tain amounts ])ayabie on certain ocoasions. 
When the people of the boroughs ga\-e money, 
they did so voluntarily' in exchange kiv con- 
ccssibhs, or simply . through e.xi)ediency. 
Menrv 11,'s advisierS; sa^jc-.jn the. commerce, of 
the Kingdom, aiid-; the; laiciniiulationV of the 
merchants, a source.of reycnuerihat was whol- 
ly untouched, and *'ih .respecttto^\ there 
were no restrictions, as in the case of laiuls 
held under feudal tenure. The personal prop- 
erty taxation was at first levied upuu jnopertv 
already i.ii 'the I\ingd(Mn. but bv a strained 
construction of tlie law, hy which it was held 
that foreigners bringing goods into the coun- 
try should pay for their protection, a .system 
ol licenses to foreign merchants was devised, 
which in the com'se of time was developed into 
a tax on iinijorts. .A tax on the export of wool 
was ;idded l>y Edward to those already exact- 
ed. This was doiu; on the advice of Italian 
•bankers. .Thus we fin.l then in i_75 the rev- 
enue of . the Crown was derived from Lmd 
from moveable property, ; from -exports .-ind' 
imports. I he first of these w'as settled by the 
customs of feudalism; the others were im- 
posed by the consent of I'ariiament. There- 
fore It may be fairly claimed that in view of 
the assimilation of the various nationalities in- 
habiting England into a homngcMieous peo- 
ple, the recognition of the jja.'^sage of the 
Crown from father to son by descent williont 
(he tormahty of an election, the constitution of

dealt ^vltll criniiiiol offences, anc) all matters 
relating to the rights of the King. These' 
courts concerned themsehcs cliieflv with the 
enforcement of the customs of 'the realm 
or the Common Paw as it came to be 
called, which began to take regular form he- 
ca(UseTithc .sy.stcm of reporting derisions came 
into effect, and judges iiad the rulings of their 
predecessQrs- to guide them. .About that lime 
also the Gbii'rt o'f Chancery came into existence 
allhough it \vas not so called. The iirincipal 
underlying thi.s com! ma\- be briefly stated, 
Xolwitlislamliiig the iec"gnition of the bind- 
ing character of the Common Law; as inter- 
preted by iho judges, the King- remained the 
fountain of justice, and it was ;i jxirt of his 
duty, theoretically at least, to see that no man 
suffered wrong, Yct-Mt;frequcntly occurred 
that the .strict application of the law did in- 
justice in individual cases, and then an appeal 
lay to the King, who, not having time or pos- 
sibly the knowledge sufficient io enable him

less inqiortance. In 1295 the King summoned 
a Parliament in order to receix'e su|)i)lies for 
carrying 011 a war on the Continent. This 
P.arli.'unent consisted of the barons, the 
knights and the representatives of llie bor- 
oughs. It is. notable that the merchants and 
the kinghis were very iinwillihg to accept their 
new responsibilities, and there are records of 
men held to bail to compel their attendance 
at Parliament. The number of barons at this 
lime was less than one hnndred, and ther(? had 
as yet been no seiKiration of Parliament into 
two houses. I'Vom 1295 onward the will of 
Parliament became the law of the iaiul. It 
Avas no longer necesst^ry to refer to the' Great; 
Charter or to bthcr' 'concessions granted by 
kings. The fact that Parliament so ordained 
:i thing made it the law of the land, and, from 
that day to the ])resent I'.ngland has been un- 
der parliamentary go\ernment, in theory at 
least, without interruption. 
: Regarded from a constitutional point of 
view, the reign of Edward 1. was the most im- 
portant in the history of England ;.aiid: it; can- 
be said of him Avith justice that his own gobcl 
sense and high principles contributed nuich to 
making it such. It must not be supposed that 
this great king wa;> faultless, for the story c:if 
his dealings with Scotland shows that he could 
be at times merciless ; but as this series of arti-

these and other things whjch are a blot upon 
jlmi\nanVeVnee^^^^ be giych. , Yet it Avould not

THE JE'WS . , 

The expression' "The Jpws" as used in the 

caption of this article is intended to embrace 
all the peo])le wIkj claim to lie descended from 
Abraham through his son Isaac. When in the 
course of this serivis of ;irticles it beron.ios 
neci.'ssary to refer to the branch of the race, 
which established a separate kingdom, it will 
be spoken of as Israel. In \ iew of the remark- 
able part which the jews havcCplayed in the 
progress of niankind, it is singular that so little 
attention is ]iaid to their history as history. 
This may be due to the fact that it is so large- 
ly associated with religious worship, that its 
consideration from a secular point of view has 
seemed superfliKnis. We are accustomed to 
think of them as a peo])le, whose career was 
marked by a mimloer of events of a more or 
less miraculous nature, and have treated it 
chiefly as though it were in all respects a guide 
to individual action. Hence we have lost sight 
of its lessons upon national development. So 
far ;is we can learn there is no reason for sii])- 
])osing th;tt the Jews looked upon their own 
aiicieni writings as an infallible record de- 
rived from divine inspiration. They .'ipiicn- to 
have esteemed them more highl}' than other 
nations esteemed theirs, but inspired author- 
ship seems to be a doctrine of comparatively 
imnlern times. 

P.efore siicaking' of the .sources of Jewish 
history, it may be of interest Io note a gen- 
eral way what the nature of fewish iufhietice 
has Ix'en. 'i'lie God whicli Christeiidoni wor- 
ships is the God of tlu' jews. Jlivli. as it is 
written, which has usually been extend- 
ed ti jehov^h, although Vawveh is con- 
siderer to be ' more nearl}' correct promm- 
ciation. The , Comniandments, which ' tlie 
Jews ciainiefl were 'dcHvefed to' thehi.'hy Him, 
Ave recognize as the foimdation of bur system 
of laws and of Society. The Jewish 'concep- 
tion of Creation is that which is commonly re- 
ceived. Tlie jewisli idea of monotheism is our 
idea of monotheism. Jewish literature is the 
mode! of all modern lileralurt'. Jewish forms 
of worship are models upon \,-liich Cliri:.liaii 
forms of worshi]) arc ba!5ed. Jewish names are 
hirgely in use Ihroughput' Christendom; 
among different races of Christians race naincs. 
are found, but in all of them we see Jewish 
names in \-ei-y common use. Jewish concep- 
tions of the future life are our conceptions of 
it Jewish social custom are the basis of our 
social customs. The Jewish tradition of a 
r\lessiali is the basis of our religion, and Jesus 
of Nazareth, whoni we regard as the Saviour 
of mankind, was a jew. In modern art, liler- 
atttre, handicraft, agricultiire, commerce, fin- 
ance, inveiili\e genius and science of govcrn- 
n»ent, the Jew has played a conspicuous part, 
and iihiycd it well. . Indeed it may almost be 



said of the civilized worbl that it is what the 
je\vs have made it. Certainly a race, of which 
these things can he truthfully said, occu])ies a 
uni(]ue place among iiiankim.l, and its history 
is well worth far greater consideration than 
is popularly bestowed upon it. 

.cADpare^tlyiajv^^^^ date the i)cginning of ; 
Jewislv Histofyv have it today, from 485 

K. C, when the peojile returned from cap- 
tivity in Bab^don. h".zr;i was a scribe, a prie.'.L 
ami a great pojnilar leader, ranking next after 
.Moses in the public estimation. It is s.-iid of 
liini that he dictated the ancient records of the 
Jews from menior\- : but Jewish critics have 
not accepted this tradition. It seems certain, 
however, .thafcAvluat we-knpmas the Old Testa- 
ment was 'collated in it'sfpr^^ form either By 
Ezra or under his xlirectioii. This compilation 
by no means includes the wliole of the Jewish 
records, and there arc many books, which ha\-e 
been lost, as \vell as others ha\-e have been pre- 
served. Some of these are referred lo in the 
Old Teslamenl. The Talmud is a moneumeh- 
tal piece of Jewish literature, although it is 
inorc aj,cbdificatiou oi laws .and a: commentary 
upon them ^han historical ' The dale ai {vhieh 
man}' of the Old Testamcttt, books were writ- 
ten. h"or exaniple. it is said in the Talmud 
that the Liook of Job was written during the 
time of .Moses, or jd)oiit :i.50o years ago, ac- 
cording to the ordinarily recei\'ed chronology. , 
Hut by whom or when were they AN'ritteii, 
there is no doubt that their production extend- 
ed over a long period, and that they were ac- 
cepted in tiieir present form fully two hundred 
years' before the beginning of the Christian 
E.ra. There were several versions of them, but 
they agree in all substantial particulars. There 
are \-arious sources from \\-hich corroborative 
accounts, aiiparenlly of a contemporary na- 
ture, c;in I)e obtained. PhiA-ius Josciihus, A^ho 
lived during the first century of this era, is 
ci|,ne.,pf:,tli.e.y>inost.illustr^ of Jewish histor- 
ians. Hc'relieiri'very lai^^^ upoii tlie Biblical 
books for his account of the early years of the 
naticjii. although lu> incor])()rat('< extracts from 
other writers preceding him. .Speaking gencr- ' 
alp-, it must be .said that the history of the 
jews, while very lacking in detail, is suffi- 
ciently cbmplcte lo enable us to have a c(mi- 
nected and substantially accurate account of 
, theiir prbgrcss fronV the. days when they fii-st 
becamb a nation. 



A Centurg of Fiction 



' "'Count' tyoftTolstbi ' - 

The moment we cease to work wc. begin to 
(lie, is one of the theories that Ibis Russian 
novelist, philosopher, philanthropist and mis- 
anthrope has clung to consistently throu.gh his 
varying opinions and shifting ideals. .A \-ei-y 
eminent German scientist declares, though he 
does not (piote Tolstoj- at all, that he has prov- 
en the truth of the above theory, and that as 
long as man itses liis faculties, just so long -will 
those faculties continue to develop and return 
him a double reward for his hd)Our. Inactivity 
(if the faculties would have the same eft'ect .-is 
ill-use, in either case they would deteriorate. 
This fad, if we may accept it as such, is a \-cry 
cheering one. It means tliat old age may be 
completely robbed of its discomforts and senil- 
ity; and no matter. how. lo.ng we live, increasing ■ 
year.s -w-ill oiily niicati a ihore gracious mental 
and physical maturity. For several centuries, 
01- railier let us say, from time ihithemorial, for 
the .-incicnt gods and goddesses were ])atrons of 
I;d)i.u-. and themselves set an example to'lm- 
mtiiiit}- l)y their indnstry and devotion to the; 
different arts and crafts. \\'(u-k has been the 
gospel i)reaclied by many philosophers, and 
now comes the scientific proof that the philo- 
sophical theory is thij correct one. Sometimes 
it seems as if philosophy held the lamp for 
science, and hehl it with a superb patience. 

It would be a difficult mater to elucidate 
Ti)Isto_\''s exact creed, just what he lielie\'es an(.l 
wh}-. We :ire lold a great m;uiy contra(lictr.ir_\- 
stories alxnit hini. and we have no antcbiog- 
ra])hy as yet to go by. In the main we can only 
judge the mairby his books, and if we do this 
we shall be convinced of one thing, and that' is 
his \\-liole-souled sincerity. Plis life lias been 
divided into two jihases of existence; the years 
of his \-uuth ;in(l early manhood presenting ail 
ex.'ict contrast to his in;iluvil \ .■ind old age. 

lie w;is born .'in ;u'istocr.'U, -with wealth, iio- 
silion ;in(l hosts of worklly friends, lie studied 
at the uiiixersilies, and later served in war, dis- 
tingiushiiig himself in the Grim?a 
■a^iis. ' .He nkfricd the daughtei- of a German 
doctor; at Moscow, a mo.st admirable. .v,-(miau 
and devoted'' Avife. Doubtless his views of her 
sex are prompted by her gentle and benign in- 
fluence : for though Tolsto\ 's no\'e!s ;ire siories 
princi]);dly of passion and death, w-e find that iit 
nearly every case he holds man as the culprit, 
which fact has, according to a critic "made him 
most distasteful to man-made society." He 
has nowhere mocked or satirized woman wdth- 
cnit some touch of pity or extenuation, and he 
brings Anna Kareitiiia through her passion to 
her death with that tender Icnit}- for lipr sex 
wdiich recognizes womanhood as slructibly 
|)ure and good. 

.After Tolstc)3-'s return from the wars he set- 
tied in St. Petersburg, and gave himself up to 
literary- wprkii^'^^^^^^ the serfs Ayere set free, 
he gave jils Nvriting up for a tinie, and influ- 
enced by purely altruistic motives, he under- 
took to teach this lowly class of people to en- 
:d)le them U) learn how best to adapt thcin- 
sel\-es to thei'r new conditions in life.'. The 
direct contrast between his own manner of 
living and theirs; betwccni their views, re- 



ligious and (.itherwise, and hi'i own, impressed 
him deeply. lie had lieen brought up in lux- 
ury, his intellectual and sensual tlesires always 
imciuestionably gratified, and he had reached a 
frame of mind wholly unsatisfactory, instead 
of his teaciiing the poor, all unwittingly they 
. proved his teachers, and he learned from them 
that true happiness consists only in giving hap- 
piness to others. It was then he began to 
preach his gos])e] of work, though at first he 
fonnd small contentment in following his own 
jireceiits, and in despair at one time he conterti- 
plated suicide. ' 

Me began to earnestly stuily the .Scriptures, 
and putting his own interpretations upon the 
teachings of Christ, he endeavoured to carry 
them out to , the letter. Whether he has gone 
to the extreme in this or not it is" not in the 
province of this article to saj' ; he has' acted 
consistently aecordi'ng to his own convictions. 
In .giv'in.g up honour, position, riches and 
friends, he felt that he was obeying the com- 
mand of ;thcv,Master.^ ,W has aided 
the peasant^ 6t^' Hot by tlujs humbling himself 
is an open question. The very fact pf-'his mak- 
in.g shoes and giving them .awaj^'-^'lsj says a 
critic taking the necessary labour and reward 
from one of iIkjsc he wishes to help. Whether 
the l)eoplc in his own class of life are not the 
ones who need teaching the more is .something 
that no one can exactly decide; but we mu.st 
all honour Count Tolstoy for the stand he has 
taken, whether he is .wholly right or only part- 
ly- right. With him no halfway measures were 
possible; he has followed the 'Light as he saw 
the Light. 

His works are many and remarkable. To 
those who look only on the surface of things 
and read with a sole 'desire to be amused lhe\' 
shock beyond expression. To others wlu) read 
IhoughtfuUy, the simplicity, the eloquence, and 
the power of his writing must appeal. The 
folowing extract is from a lengthy criticism pt 
the great novelist's books by William Dean 
H(.) wells. 

"Passion, we have to learn from the great 
master, who here as cyerywhere humbles'him- 
.sclf to the truth, has m it life and death ; but oi' 
itself it is something only as a condition prc- 
cedent;.tO;;these: without it neither can be; but 
it is •lost in" their importance, and is strictly 
subordinate to their laws. It has. never been 
more charmingly and reverently studied in its 
beautiful and noble phases than it is in Tol- 
stoy's fiction ; though he has always dealt with 
it so sincerel)-, so seriously. .As to its obscure 
and ugly and selfish phases, he is so far above 
all others tiiat have written of it, that he alone 
seems truly to>haye;diyineclutiv;or portrayed h 
as experience Ki1i6ws?l'tr'''4te^'ne!ver' tries to lift 
-it out of nature in either case, but' leaves'^t 
more visibly and palpably a part of the loWest 
as well as thc.highest, humanity. 



"START YOUR CAREER EARLY" 

"]My firm conviction is that if a career is 
tinder consideration it slumld be started early."

"I have always considered the question, 
•I low do you practice of the first importance. 
Not. 'How- much do you practice?' Knbw 
Avhat } oii are doing and how and why you are 
doin.g it. 

".\fter a certain technical jji-oficiency has 
been reached I believe in not practicing exer- 
cises that'-arc purely mechanical. There are 
irtniimerable passages in various works that 
build up the musical as well as the technical 
part of piano' plaiying. 

The Cliopin studies alone have enough vari- 
ety of difficulties to develop every branch of 
])iaiio teclnii(|tie. It is my rule lo begin the 
work of each day by practicing sonu: of them. 

"1 have made it a [xiini never to practice 
more than ah hour at a time. This does not 
mean that I do not go on with 1113' \vork. To 
get away from. the piano and think over the 
composition has'; always been of great help to

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; ROSE PRUNING ^ 

By James Simpson 
In the Colonist of February 13 there is an 
article on the above subject by E. A. Wallace, 
criticizing' a previous article of mine on the 
same subject. To take his article scriatum, he 
says the climatfeqi^^the,.e£i§^^ is very^ 

different froiivVictoriSj Vricl'^^^^^ is, in so far^as 
it is much colder and the spring frosts far 
more severe than here. I remember once call- 
ing at Crawford Priory, the seat of the Earl of 
Glasgow, in Fifcshire, about the first of July, 
and telling the head gardener that I was sorry 
I could not compliment him on his rose gar- 
den, which was looking wretched. He said it 
was, but he couldn't teir the reason. I said 
the reason was easy to see, it being that he 
had pruned too late and bled them. , He ad- 
mitted pruning them first week in May and 
had previously pruned them on all dates 
through April, but never before the first of 
April. Results always a fiasco, as they will 
be to any one here w'ho takes Mr. Wal- 
lace's advice, to prune after their plants are 
well started. Any practical man of anyisense 
would see that to cut over any plant after the 
§ap is in full swing must be injurious to it. 
No one with, a kno\vledc;-e of structural botany 
aind the circulation of the sap would do it to 
any tree. Mr. AVallace mentions Ben Cant of 
Colchester. The writer knew him and his 
firrn . ..well, .they grpwing about 250,000 roses 
per annum. Notwithstanding that fact, what 
was it, except late pruning on their part, that 
enabled the writer in July, 1896 — ^July 2, at 
Croydon, in Surrey, to take first prize for- 12 
any rose, eleven competitors ; July 3, at EI- 
tham, in Kent, first for 48 roses and the medal 
■for the best rose in show? B. R. Cant & Sons 
were at both shows, and though the writer had 
.• 600 miles to bring, his roseSj he had no diffi- 
"c'ulty in beating all" the crack English growers 
the same year on July R. lie beat the English 
champions at Newcastlc-on-Tyne six times in 
one day, and at Helensburgh, in Scotland, next 
day. July 9 beat the Scotch and Irish grow- 
ers six times. Tiic writer for tiiesc two shows 
made eleven entries and had eleven first prizes. 

It is comparatively easy for Scoitish rose 
growers to beat English growers in August or 
September, but the case is quite different in 
the first half of July. . A^'ictoria rose growers 
therefore will better take the advice of a man 
who has studied tiic subject and knows what 
he is talking about, rather than that of any 
timid, antiquated twaddler, of Avhom there arc 
hundreds writing to the papers daily, but who 
are simply writing what they have heard some- 
body. else, say. ,, . . 

ISefore - January's severe frost of 1909 I 
pruned a charming lady's roses in Victoria. 
She was, and is yet, a great lover of roses. and 
as I had pruned her roses hard and gave no 
protection whatever, she was in a great state 
about them, and wrote mc specially about tliat 
fine rose Frau KafljDruschkii, which she said 
was dead, and she was sure if I had not pruned 
it so hard arid given it some protection it 
would have lived. Notwithstanding her ter- 
rors, it carne through all right, grew splendidly 
and is now a much better plant than when I 
saw it in December, 190S. By pruning late 
and over-watering, a great many, indeed the 
majority, of the roses in Victoria arc made 
poor, sickly plants, and always will be till a 
sensible, rational system of treatment is ac- 
corded them. My ovvn roses last year stood a 
three months' journey from Europe, got no 
protection, were hard pruned, stood the spring 
frosts without damage, and the blooms were a 
treat, I was laid by lovers of roses at the rose 
show ; my Marcchal Niels even all;summer db- 
jng splendidly. " ' 

I don't ^gree with Mr. Wallace, that Esqui- 
malt roses'' can be pruned any earlier than 
James Bay. I know both .districts well, and 
their capabilities that way, and would say 
prune both districts at the same time, . say, 
from the middle of December to the first of 
February. 



■/ •• HARDY SHRUBS 

; ■ A common cause for regret with those who 
'fentertain ambitious views of ornamental gar- 
dening is that in the formation of shrubberies, 
and; in the general planting of evergreens in 
borders and forecourts, the resources of gar- 
dening are, generally .speaking, so little under- 
stood. Evcrywhrre the old laurels, aucubas, 
tree box, -ind hollies are used alninchuuly, and 
though they arc really noble objects when ju- 
diciously grouped and' skilfully treated, the ex- 
tensive choice of high-class ornamental shrubs 
now available for similar purposes seems to be 
scarcely known, and little is seen outside the 
ordinary round of old-fashioned evergreens ex- 
cept in grounds where gardening is carried out 
with ardor and intelligence. So many new and 
beautiful shrubs have been introduced of late 
years lliat it is time this tieparlmeiit of ama- 
teur gardening underwent a complete reform. 
Not that pur good old friends shotild be abol- 
ished, but rather' that they shoulcl' be made 
more effective and acceptable, by being blend- 
ed with subjects of a more gay appearance. If 
we tiuis obtain all the recjuLsitcs of hardiness, 
free growth, and dense and often vivid foliage, 
togctlicr with a seasonal show of cheerful 
bloom, a grand step towards the improvement 
of garden scenery, in which hardy shrubs play 
an important partjv-w^ gained. ' V 

Here arc tfieSiaiTibs of a few beauttfuf 
shrub-like plants — some evergreen, other de- 
ciduous — which display their favors cither in 
foliage, flowers, or color of hark tiirough the 
winter or ear!}' in the spring nujulhs: 

lierberis, of sorts ; Corylopsis s[)icata, Olc- 
aria Haastii, Skinnnia japonica, lilacagnus 
pungens aurea, Cjarr3'a clliptica, Choisya ter- 
nata, Loiiicera fragrantissima, Forsythia sus- • 
pensa, Cydonia japonica, Caesalpinia japonica, 
Golden privet, lIam;iiTiclis, of sorts; Cornus, of 



sorts; Daphne, of corts; Spiraea Thunbergi, 
Chimonanthus frangrans, . Andromeda, Rho- 
dora canadensis, Photinia serrulata, Mjignolia 
stellata, Cistus cyprius, Erica arborea, Coron- 
illa glauca. 

Then there are the flowering almonds, 
peaches, plums,, cherries, currants, and the

shrubs are in bloom during January, and the 
number is still further reduced when only 
those in the open ground are taken into con- 
sideration, as any kinds that may flower on a 
wall will not do so thus early in the year with- 
out such protection. . A foremost . place must 
be given to the Japanese witch hazel (hama- 
melis japonica). At the present time the still 
leafless branches are studded thickly with the 
peculiar yellow, octopus-like blossoms. If a 
spray is cut just as the earliest are expanding, 
they will continue to open out in water, and 
last a long time, so that they may be made at- 
tractive indoors. The perfume, though not 
powerful, may be depicted for some little dis- 
tance. The witch ' haizel is quite hardy, and 
should a sharp frost cut off the expanded blos- 
soms, the buds will be uninjured, and a few 
mild days will soon restore the plant to its or- 
iginal beauty. The laurustinus blooms more 
or less continuously throughout the winter, 
while the mezcreoii (daphne mezereum) flow- 
ers from the middle or end of January on- 
ward; in fact, one variety— autumnalis or 
grandiflora— blooms before Christmas. The 
other forms, beside the common kind, are alba 
and rubra. Erica codonodes, one of the larger 
heaths, will, where slightly sheltered, be plen- 
tifully covered with bell-shaped blossoms, 
white, but tinged with pink. The little winter 
heath, too, is now in flower; it is the erica car- 
nea, that grows about 6 inches high, and is well 
suited as a rock plant, or a^ an eclging to the 
larger-growing members of the sariie genus. 
Besides the bright-colored blossoms of the or- 
dinary form, there is a white-flowered variety. 
Chimonanthus fragrans and its large-flowered 
variety will, on a sunny wall, be studded with 
curious cup-shaped blossom, which emit a de- 
lightful perfume when cut in spikes— indeed,

I have seen the blooms floating in saucers of 
water on the table. The two early-llowcrcd 
honeysuckles — lonicera fragrantissima and L. 
Standishi-T-are just now laden with their small 
white blossoms, which are very fragrant. 

, When to the above arc added a few of the 
earliest blooms of the Japanese quince (cydo- 
nia japonica), the list of .shrubs at this time in 
flower is almost exhausted, although there are 
several others to follow them a little later. In- 
cluded among them arc niahonio aquifolium, 
and its more stately relative, M. Japonica, the 
blossoms of the former being of a rich golden 
hue, aiid those of the latter more of a lemon 
tint. About the middle of February the cor- 
nelian cherry (cornus mascula) has its still 
leafless branches dotted with tufts of bright lit- 
tle yellow blossoms, and in that stage is very 
attractive. Nuttallia ccrasiformi.s is thicklv la- 
den with drooping racemes of bloom, some- 
thing like those of the flowering currant, ex- 
cept that when expanded they are of a whitish 
color. The budding shoots of deciduous trees, 
such as the larch, chestnut, beech, and lilac, 
may be cut, and if placed in water in a fairly 
warm place will throw out growth. The plume- 
lets of the larch form a very pretty decoration. 
Palms for the Home 
Of all the plants available for house decor- 
ation none can excel the noble and extensive 
tribe of palms, with their varied forms of 
growth and graceful evergreen foliage, al- 
ways aa-suciited with tropical scenery. It is a 
general, but mistaken, Id?a that most of thcni 
are only adapted for larjge e&tabUshments, 
where a house can be devoted to their special 
cultivation. It is true that they, like many 
other plants, thrive best un>lor suci; treatment, 
hut they are equally suited for the adornment 
of a room or conservatory, provider' the right 
kinds are chosen and a few simph' rules of 
treatment followed. At one time we had U; 
look to the botanic garden, for the sight of a 
well-grown palm, but now our entcvprissing 
nurccrymcn are bringing' them within the 
reach of everybody, and in. some private gar- 
dens they may he counted by the dozen, and 
yet more are desired. They give a furnished 
and elegant appearance to tiic surroundings, 
particularly when they arc allowed ample

Why Palms Die 

A common practice with ..many, on receiv- 
ing a palm from the''nursery,''is to pot it im- 
mediately into a larger pot and to give a dif- 
ferent soil from that to which it has been ac- 
customed, before even studying its proper 
wants or the time. of year it same to hand. j\lay 
is the best month in wdiich to apply additional 
jfpqd itp' pal.ms.; and July and:,.'4uig«stia_re:the. 
best months -for getting tVitth from'^any 'dis- 
- tance. If procured now they must not be re- 
potted. It is surprising how much the more 
robust kinds will endure in the way of cold 
or heat, dust, draughts from open windows, 
and gas-heated air. Such treatment, however, 
soon tells on the more delicate species, and 
should in all cases be avoided. Although 
palms are so tenacious of life, when; they once, 
begin to go there iS'iib stopping tliem'." In' tak- 
ing them from the' greenhouse of a reliable 
nurseryman we may feel safe, and this is the 
best way of bujdng them, To patronize hawk- 
ers' barrows or small greengrocers is exceed- 
ingly risky. Too often the plants sent to mar- 
ket have been brought on in lieat, which, while 
getting them forward quickly, weakens them, 
and if not . sufficiently£- copied* '.down: .tinfits 
tfrerii for the atmosphere' of a 'fbomi ' Well- 
grown palms do not die except from accident 
or some other cause easily explained. 

The soil best adapted for the cultivation of 
the palm is a mixture of turfy loam and peat, 
with a little sharp sand, care being taken to af- 
ford plenty of drainage, as nothing is'^more in- 
jurious than stagnant water around their roots. 
It is very necessary to keep the foliage perfect- 
ly free frorri dust and grime ' by cleaning the 
under as well as the upper side of the leayes 
with a damp sponge at least' pnce'a week. — 
Donald McDonald, F.L.S. 



THE BUSY BEE 

Every spring re])orts from all parts of the 
country tell of extensive losses of bees. 

No colony should be considered safe'uiiless" 
it has stored in the combs at least twenty-five 
pounds of honey and sealed most of it over. 

The arrangement of this food is a matter 
of some im]K.irtance, for if the bees are crowd- 
ed u])on a few frames, and fed liberally, they 
will fill every available cell with syriip, and 
then be compelled to cluster during the win- 
ter upon sealed combs instead of upon empty 
cells, as is more natural, and having stores 
above and around. 

With the movable comb hive the anange- 
mcnt for the combs is a simple matter. If 
feeding is continued up to the middle of Sep-

tember, and the proper amount of food 'is.th^ii 
given, the bees will arrange it around the 
!)rood (which gradually diniinisb.c.'i by the bees 
halching) convenient for ihcir comfort and 
need. 

It the combs arc arranged by the beekeeper, 
the centre one should have sealed stores about 
halfway down, the amount of stores increasing 
to the outside of the brood-nest 



Bees often starve *in the midst of plenty. 
They winter in lots, called seams, between the 
combs, and may be seen packed like slate upon 
a house roof, the top row removing the food 
from the cells above them to feed themselves 
and to pass it doAvn to those below. 

While the weather remains mild, the bees 
are able to move about from comb to comb 
in sciirch of food, or with the object of bring- 
ing to the centre combs food stored in the out- 
er frames. 

But this activity ceases as soon »as really 
cold weather sets in, and they then pack them- 
selves close together for mutual warmth. 
When the food' around them is consumed, they 
die, simply on account of the cold air by which 
they are surrounded ; they cannot pass around 
or under the frames to a probable abundant 
supply close by. 

Though they are prevented from going 
arouncl^or' under, the frames, a provision may 
be Tna'd(? 'for>alJoWing them to pass over the 
top bar into the warmest part of the hive. This 
is done by giving what are known as. winter 
passages. 

The old method, now almost discarded, was 
to cut a hole through the comb in each fran/e 
near the top bar. A more effective passage 
could hardly be devised, but apart from spoil- 
ing the combs it is a tiresome and troublesome 
operation, and is therefore not recotnmerided. 

A simple plan is today across the top bars 
four pieces of wood half an inch square and 
about. six inches long, half an inch apart. If 
the quilts are then evenly laid across, effec.tive 
passages for the bees will be provided. 

Then, again, a cake of candy laid upon the 
frames when closing up the hives in October 
will be equally satisfactory, for passages-;-\Yill 
be formed as the candy is consumed oveK'th'e 

bars. r:MAi'-^i'^}fi''&y'^0<y-^ 

The necessity for Vonservih'g"''the'lieat in th 
brood chamber is evident, and the importance,^ 
of double walls and covering of non-conductive • 
materials is recognized. But as a preliminary 
to packing the bees up snugly for their win- 
ter rest, the size of the brood-nest should be 
limited to the size of the cluster.

HOW GEESE ARE FATTENED 

The following method of fattening is 
adopted by the English good farmers : Geese 
in good condition should be shut up in a quiet 
place, shaded from light, where they cannot 
see other geese at libertj% and should be kept 
there from twenty to twenty-five days.i|j,|n^i0 
beneficial to let them but for about f if teeE^t^^^^^ 
thirty minutes the first thing in the morning 
and, again in the evening about dusk. The 
meals they get should be nutritious and a 
mixture of barley meal, wheat meal, a little 
cornmeal and boiled potatoes given twice a 
day is good. About the last ten or twelve 
days it is advisable to mix a little finely 
chopped rough fat with , the meal.

CARE OF CREAM ON THE FARM ' 

The ultimate destination of our cream is, 
as a rule, the butte^^.churn.jvSC^^ 
kept in view, whctH'er^th'e" farmer intends to 
make the butter on his own farm or send his 
cream away. A point of primary importance 
in grading butter is flavor, and it is a well 
known, though often little-appreciated, fact 
that the care of the cream is the chief factor 
influencing the flavor. Therefore, if the far- 
mer can produce first, second or third grade 
cream, according to the care he bestows upon 
it, surely cream of the lowest grade ought 
never to appear at a creamery or elsewhere. 

It has been said that the public will al- 
ways pay for quality. The market was never 
yet over-stocked with a first grade product. 
It is the material of inferior value that stag- 
nates prices. Let the farmer produce the 
cream which will yield the highest returns, 
'.i^nd that is first grade cream. To do this he 
' must keep a close watch on it from the time 
it comes from the cow. Yes, some care even 
is necessary before the cream is drawn. We 
all know the injurious effect which the feed- 
ing of certain crops, such as potatoes, turnips, 
etc., sometimes has on the flavor of milk, 
cream and butter. In every case avoid feeds 
that show this tendency. 

The watchword in all dairy operations 
should be cleanliness. Dirt should never be 
countenanced, since it is the ; home: of /myriads 
of bacterik/v ' 'Every particle of dust floating 
about in the air carries bacteria ; every crevice 
in the dirty utensil has them by the thousands. 
Many of them are harmless in every • way. 
Some kinds, such as tuberculosis and typhus 
bacilli, are very dangerous to human health. 
A great many more turn cream sour. Some : 
bacteria are of great, .yalue to numeroiis 
branches, of , th^ifjlairy^jlij^ustiy,;: but the man 
who desires to '4eHyeir;hi^f^^^ good con- 
.k^'^^fP'^ must look; ijpon them all as eneniies.;lie 
- must, as far as possible, keep theJrriiilk^ind 
cream and the bacteria separate to prevent dis- 
ease, contamination and fermeritatidn.' And, 
now, how is this to be done? . 

First of all, fodder the cattle some time be- 
fore or else after milking, but never while the 
operation is in progress. Foddering raises a 
great deal of dust, part of which, with its load 
of . bacteria, will eventually fall into the milk. 
The.; cows, especially the udder and the parts 
.bprdering upon it, the milker's hands, the 
milk pails and the stable should all be as clean 
as possible. ■ 

Immediately after the milk comes from the 
cow it should be put through the separator, 
as it is a fact that separation is more com- 
plete at body heat than at a cooler temper- 
ature.' A separator is not properly looked af- 
ter^" is a source of many disagreeable taints. 
•Taike. it;v apart ,,.ey^ry, time, after use ;and clean it 
t^ordiighly aiid "fihish cleariingH^itH^- boiling 
waterior.'sfearii, if^'p^ 

The'^cream from the separator should be 
cooled at once tp.^o.degrees and lower if feas- 
ible, as low temp'eraltures limit the growth of 
bacteria. ' ;f ' 

Most farmers: have a supply of running' 
^atcr or have arrangements such as pumps 
and windmills for obtaining- a regular flow. 
Many farms have a reservoir or tank into 
which water' is regularly pumped and from 
which .it can flow through pipes to different 
points;; where, required. One , pipe, cpuld lead 
into the. tiank in the milk rborn. 

JW.ere the farmer can.set the vessels con- 
taining fhe cream in such a manner that no 
water can gain entrance. On one side of the 
tank there should be an overflow pipe, and a 
continual stream of fresh, cold water should 
run through this tank. The overflow pipe' 
carries the superfluous supply away. This 
,:Water.sm.ayiV.be used for stock, and the best 
plan is; to have your milk tank fixed so that all 
the water pumped runs through itri^j^Gream 
kept under these conditions will rernaitf sweet 
in the extreme heat of summer for a consid- 
erable time. - 

There ir. no other farm product so suscepi- 
ihle to bad odors as cream. Cream kept in 
rooms where bad odors are noticeable soon ab- 
sorbs these, and .they are transmitted to the 
butter. • 

Bad air has an undesirable effect. Keep the 
milk room sweet, well ventilated, clean and 
have plenty of light and fresh air in it. Never 
take cream into the living rooms, even for a 
short time. Don't allow people with infec- 
tious diseases to handle the milk or to come 
into the dairy. Cool the fresh cream to 50 de- 
grees F. before mixing with older crearn. 

Let the farmer adopt "Cleanliness, Care 
and Low Temperature" as his motto and then 
only high quality material wilL be_^^.p.rpuucea.

The value 
of the property is estimatetl at over one million 
dollars, and the addition tliat was dedicated 
last week cost 830,000. 

The movement for a library addition to the 
Union Printers" 1 Ionic tjrcw out of an effort 
to erect a monument to the memory of the 
Hon. Amos J; Cummings, for many years a 
member of the International TNpograhpical 
Union and a representative in congress. The 
Cincimiati con\'cntion' authorized the president 
to appoint a committee of five, "Who shall de- 
vise some means whereby we can appropri- 
ately commemorate the Ijirthday of this de- 
parted brother who gave his life's work for thc. 
cause of humanity and unionism." ,- 

The committee, as; origirtally formed, and 
as added to, \vas quite successful, in soliciting 
money until the eight-hour difficulty came on, 
when donations practically ceased. Al the 
Boston convention, the committee ciupted from 
the president's report as follows : "There is in 
the Cummings Memorial fund more than thir- 
teen thousand dollars.' The Boston convention 
should take up the matter , and determine on 
some use or disposition- of tjus^.m 
said, "We therefore fecomrnend/ inasmu 
the sum now in the Amos J. Cummings ATc- 
niorial fund was raised for the betterment and 
enlargement of the Union Printers' Mome. 
that this Convention take such action that will 
place the amount in the Cummings .Memorial 
fundin.the^Union'Printers' Home fund, under 
the control of the board of trustees of that in- 
stitution, and to be used by them in such man- 
ner as will appeal to their judgfment'as being 
the most beneficial and nearest meeting the 
.wishes of the donors of the magnificent sum so 
raised." The convention concurred in the 
recommendation made by the committee. 

In 1898, at a conference at the L.'nion 
Printers' , Home between President Lvnch, 
Yicfe-President McCaffery and Supl. Dc'aconi 
it was determined to submit to the trustees a 
proposition to proceed with the library addi- 
tion, and ff)r a furtlier canvass for funcls;. This 
was endorsed l)y the board of trustees 'and also 
by the executive council, and the canvass for 
funds, under the direction of the international 
president, was taken up, and shortly thereafter 
the» actual vrprk of building the. addition was 
begun. " ' ^

The International Typographical L'nion of 
North America was organized .May ]. 1852, 
in Cincinnati. Oluo, under the name' of the 
"National Typographical Union." the naiwe 
being changed on June 11, 1869, at the seven- 
teenth annual session, held at Albany, New 
York. This organization numbers over 50,- 
000 members, i)eing one of the strongest and 
most progressive labor unions of the world. 
While fully conscious of its jjowcr, the I. T. U. 
is also alive to its responsibilities, and in any 
disputes which arise between employers and 
local unions arbitrary measures are iie\ cr re- 
sorted to unless considered absolutely neces- 
sary. Some years ago the membership decid- 
ed to endeavor to introduce a universal eight- 
hour day throughout its jurisdiction, the print- 
ers in many cities at that time having already 
secured this boon. Under the able leadership 
of President Lynch, with the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the entire membership, a determined 
stand was made wherever opposition was en- 
countered, and in a comparatively short time 
even the strongest opponents of the union were 
convinced, not only of the ability of , the 1. T, .U. 
to compel recoghitioii of the cight^hour prin- 
ciple, but also of the wisdom'of its" policy. 

The I. T. U., alioul two years ago, estab- 
lished a first-class correspondence school of 
instruction for its membership, which is sup- 
plied at cost price. This is proving a magnifi- 
cent success and promises to create a revolu- 
tion in liiethods.i of^^^^^^ education. Already 
oyer a^ 'tlibtisand arc enrolled, and

The Atlanta convention also ordered that 
the Childs-Drexel fund,' be.-, transferredHto.: tlie-' 
new board of trustees-ofj-the Home, to be used 
for building and. ■maintenance, and that a per 
cai)ita tax of Si be levied, to be collected at the 
rale of lo eents per month for a period of ten 
months, to be apj^lied to the ■.■Home fund. 

The trnstee.s-elect who were ])rcsent at the 
Atlanta session, assembled inimedialelv after 
its adjournment and organized. ( )n Septem- 
ber 24, 1890. the trustees filed articles of in- 
corporation in the office of the secretary (jf 
state of Colorado.

During the Denver session, I\[r. Ehrich ad- 
dressed the convention at length on the sub- 
ject of' locating the Hbhle at Cdloi-ado Springs. 
He directed attention to the fact that the lead- 
ing physicians of' thb cbuiitry had virtually 
agreed in characterizing Colorado Springs as 
the most jjcrfect sanatoi'ium and health resort 
in the world for the cure cif all forms of throat 
and lung diseases — diseases to which printers 
were especially liable— and urged that the es- 
tablishment of such a Home, in the highway 
of transcoritinentaT travel, would naturally 
draw the attention of many wealthy and char- 



full power to decide upon the site, make cer- 
tain contracts, and carry out the wishes of the 
board of trustees. liids were in\-ile(I and \\-ere 
opened at a meeting held in Denver. Colo., 
.March 17,1801, and as a resnU the comnnttec 
was authorized by a majority of the trus- 
tees to make contracts not exceeding ,^^58,000. 

;\ recommendation that an ;issessment of 
ten cents per month be levied on the mem- 
bership, to be applied to the building an.l 
maintenance of the Home, was submitted 
to the Boston session of the International 
Typographical Union, in i8gi, by the trustees. 
This plan was adopted by the convention. 
The -Dedication. 
May 12, 1892, the anniversary of the birth- 
day of George \y. Childs. was set aside for the 
dedication. The city of Colorado Sjirings was 
crowded with visitors from all ]iarls of Colo- 
rado and many distant points. The trade 
unions and ei\ic societies joined in a m.onster 
parade through the city, after which they arl- 
journcd to the Nome, where the visitors were 
received by a commitke of ladies from Den- 
ver and Colorado Springs. 

Colorado Springs where the Home is "lo- 
cated, is a city of some 30,000 iiihabi.tant's situ- ■ 
ated upon a plateau about 6,000 feet above the 
soa level. Llectric cars will take you to the 
mouiilains oid}- a few miles away.

The Main Building, - • 

This buil.ding is of white lava stone, with 
red sandstone trimmings. The main edifice is 
144 feet long by 44 feet wide with a wing to 
the rear of the north end 20 l>y 40 feet. Porch- 
es extend frcjin the wing to the south end of the 
building on tile first and second stories, af- 
fording easy access to any part of the build- 
ing from the rear. F.ach story contains a cen- 
tral hall the entire length of the building, ev- 
ery room opening ■into,: the main hallway, in 
addition to haviiig oulei-' Avindows.

The 
tents are octagonal in shape, with framework 
as substantial as that of a house, are securely 
anchored on four sides, and will withstand the 
most severe winds. The covering is of the 
best;:.ip-Qunce .doubler-filler- army canvas, and 
is impcrvipus to snow, wind or rain. A cir- 
cula.tioiV of air -is secured by an arrangement 
of- Ventilators in. the floor around four sides 
of the tent and in the peak. These ventilators 
can be closed, but arc kept open except in ex- 
tremely cold weather. The tents have hard- 
wood floors, and arc provided with built-in 
wardrobes, ..statiqna,ry washstands and draw-

tents arc steam heated, lighted by electricity, 
and have a system of electric call bells, by 
which the tenters can immediately summon 
the nurse. 

With twenty tents and the hospital given 
up to tubercular residents, there was need of a 
central building. To supply this want a cen- 
v.tral building, called. the solarium, was erected 
in 1907. It is a frame structure, with two 
sides of glass, giving the occupants the bene- 
fit of the sun at all liours of the day. The 
building is provided with baths, lavatories, and 
all conveniences. The furniture is mission 
style, and consists of a writin.g desk, tables 
and easy chairs, which make the room both 
attractive and comfortable. In 1907 the nanu' 
of^.the Tuberculosis Sanatorium was conferrcil 
oii'tlie hospital, tents and the solarium, and as 
siVcli this grpujj.is known.

The dimensions of the laundry are 30.x 
SpMfeeti^^'^i-Its machinery equipment is ample, 
arid' of the latest design and best quality. The

.•ment, made in 1900, approximated $ 1 2,509'. • ■ 

The plant is lighted by electricity! - 
The Library. 
The original library of the Ilome contained 
about 3,000 books, a large number of which 
were donated by employing printers. It now 
contains over 12,000 volumes. The Home also 
receives 228 papers, including many leading 
dailies, weeklies, and monthlies, together witli 
several religious and German papers. Eight y 
magazines are received through the courtesy/' 
of their publishers, and the Home subscribes 
for two copies of each of the leading month- 



lies. The library is supplied with literature 
that would be a credit to any institution. 
Gateway to Entrance Grounds. 
The magnificent stone gateway at the en- 
trance to the grounds consists of a central el- 
liptical arch, 12 feet 9 inches wide by 13 feet 
4 incheS;;high;-,for vehicles, vvith a half-circle 
arch' in each ■ side, 5 feet wide by 8 feet high, 
for pedestrians. The face of the;centrallarch .

consist of anything from twelve to fourteen 
hours or even longer. One of the, first efforts 
of No. 201 \yas in the directibni of ir^^

In the matter of wages probably the first 
"X^ictdria printers didn't notice their lack of or- 
ganization. They must have been few in num- 
ber, and were largely masters of the situation. 
The compositors of 1862 received wages under 
a piece system, and frequently made asVtpuch 
as $50 per week. The first wage scale of l*^b. 
201 called for 50 cents per 1,000 ems for night 
work and 45 cents for day work- This, of 
course, was a piece scale, and applied only to 
work on newspapers. Job printers received 
.$21 per week of 54 hours. The introduction of 
typesetting machines, about fifteen years aj^o, 
in the Times office, and later in the Colonist, 
resulted in a gradual elimination of th'e piece 
scale, and. :iat the present time no . Victoria 
printerpreceiyes jess; than -$4 for an eight^ipur 
day. " ■ ■ ^ :::'■■-■}{ k' ' 

Origiiially 'all-workers at the craft were em- 
braced in the'Typdgraphicar Union, but as the 
membership increased and specialization pro- 
ceeded, the various branches — pressmen, stere- 
otypcrs, and bookbinders — were permitted to

of about $3,300. They are large enough to care 
for twenty-five head of cattle and six horses. 
The cattle are Tlolsteins, and the herd is one 
of the finest in Colorado. During the year en- 
ding May 31. 1908, the herd yielded 14,983 
gallons of milk worth .''55,104.22, and 1,522 
pounds of veal valued at $156.42.5 . In-:;addition 
to' horses arid cattle, the ' Home ''■- lias 600 
chickens. During the year mentioned above 
these chickens produced 2.347 dozens of- eggs, 
worth $718,66, and 428 pounds of poultry, 
valued at $178.40. The total valuation of the 
products of the cattle ami poultry was .$6,- 
057.70. Allowing for the cost of feed, the 
stock products netted the Home $3,968.03. Of 
greater importance, however, is the inestim- 
able value of having absolutely pure milk and 
fresh eggs for the hospital, milk and eggs be- 
ing an important feature in the dietary, of tu- 
bercular residents^ of the Home. 

Supported by the Mennbership. 

It is often erroneously stated that the ex- 
penses of the Home are defrayed by endow- 
ments. Such is not the case. .Since the orig- 
inal gifts of Messrs. Childs and Drcxel. which 
was used in partially ])aying for coiistnict ing 
the main building, the Home has recei\-ed but 
one endowment, that bcinj; made in February, 
1898 by Herman A. Hoyt, trustee of the estate 
of Julia A. Ladd, of Shirley, Mass. This be- 
cpicst of $1,100, less the inherit.-ince tax of the 
State of Massachusetts, brout^ht tlic I loine 
.$1,045. Under the terms of the bequest it is 
Icnown as the Julia A. Ivadd h'und. jmd no ])nr- 
tion of the original amount can be used, hut 
such interest as may be received thereon .goes 
toward the expenses of the l lonic. With tins 
one exception the Ilome has no endowments. 

' Since the completion, all expenses attach- 
ed theretb, including cost of maintenance, have 
been paid from money contributed by mem- 
bers of the International Typographical Union, 
the revenue being provided by settiii.g apart a 
certain portion of the monthly contribution 
to the international Union. 

vSo much has been said relative to the av- 
erage cost of supporting an inni.'ite at tiic 
Home that it will not be amiss to m.-dcc an 
aUliloritati^•c statement on this point. Diirin,;.^ 
the year ending May 31, 190S, the expenditures 
from the Home rfund; were ^ $79,980.45.,- In- . 
eluded in this iainbiint is all money paitV>foji 
improvements and repairs on the builciiiigs 
and grounds, farming expenses, insurance*. food' 
supplies, clothing, pensions, medical atten- 
dance,, transportation of departing inmates, 
salaries of all employees and office printinp; 
for the institution and trustees, and the ex- 
penses of ^meetings of the trustees, 'i'lie av- 
erage cost of the Home, computed on this 
basis, was a little over $43 per month per iii- 
niate for the fiscal year ended May 31, 1908. 
When it is remembered that this sum covers 
all expenses in connection with the Home 
propcrt}'-, arid the care of . tlie inmates in a 



The charter members were nineteen in 
number, and the nanics inscribed on the char-

The first labor union formed in Victoria 
was a local or.qani/.ation among printers, 
which was started in 1862, four years after the 
founding of the Colonist newspaper. This 
early union was a. purely local, arrangement, 
and, so far as is known; had a" rtiembership of 
about thirt}-. The records are missing, and 
no one seems to know lu>w long this union 
held to.gether. It is known. howe\-er, that the 
late Mr. Robert l lolloway, whose recent death 
was chronicled in the July issue of the Typo- 
gi;aphical Journal, was the first president. 

Several attempts to properly organize local 
printers were made i^i .11883, without success, 
but about the end of that year Mr. E. A. Pont 
canic to town and worked in the Colonist and 
( ".overnnieiU offices, liarly the following year 
,Mr. l\iat took up the task of I'ormin.g a U"i'On, 
and being lii.^hly esieemed, he encountered no 
insurmountable obstacles, and No. 201, I. J'. 
U., exists today as the direct result of hi sef- 
forts. ^ 

The first president of No. 201 was Mr. W* 
J 1. Ellis, who was later a proprietor of the Col- 
onist newspaper. His brother, Mr. Abe Ellis, 
is foreman of the Colonist jobroom. The fir.st 
\-ice-presi(lent was .Mr. iM-ed. Sli,'tkes])eare, 
now ein])loyed at the UoveninK-nt i)rinting bu- 
reau. The first seci-etar_\- was Mr. I'',. A. Poat, 
;iiul the sor.^eant-at-rinns was Mr. T. 11. Ma- 
cabe, now supcrinteiident in cliar.Ljc of the Col- 
onist ctnninercial printin<^' business. 

The history of No. 201 during its twenty- 
five years of existence is uneventful as regards 
disputes with ein[)loyers of labor. The only 
real difference of opinion occurred some two 
or lliiee years after organization, when the 
,Sl;iiuiard di.seharged its union staff and em- 
pltjyed cheaper labor. The fact that the Staii- 
(l;ird went out of exislencc some twelve 
months later s])eaks for itself. The harmony 
almost invariably existing between the mcm- 
ber^. of this ;U,nion-!. and their employers is but 
' the natural resui't bf the cohservative and 
reasonable policy -of the, union, combined with 
the fair-mindedness of the proprietqrs. 

Naturally trie primary things considered in 
ccninection with a labor union are wages and 
hours of working. With regard to the latter, 
the benefit of organization will be seen ver}- 
clearly when it is stated that, before the exis{- 
cncc of the union, printers had to work so un- 
remittingly that many spent practically all 
their time in the office which employed them, 
and it. was the u.sual thing for a day's work; to 



affiliate with, and form branches of, their re- 
spective international unions. To ensure har- 
mony of policy among the different branches, 
the Victoria Printing" Tra<les Council, com- 
posed of delegates from the Typo,[^raphical, the 
Pressmen's and the liookbinders' unions, was 
organized .in.igoS, Mr. Brady, thea vice-presi- 
dent of ' Vicloria Typogi'aphical • ^Union, was 
chiefly instrumental in bringing about tliis or^. 
"ganization. v ■ ' ■ • . 

In the early days of trades unionism in this 
city No. 201 did considerable missionary work. 
A committee of this union, composed of 
Messrs. William Cullin, Harry lioward and 
Fred. Shakespeare, were the organizers of the 
Victoria: Trades and. Labor,, Council. It was; 
aisb ,a iriemSer of No. 201 'who was instrumen- 
tal 'in ,> organizing Vancouver Typographical 
Union. 

The present meinl,icrship of No. 201 com- 
prises nearly one hundred, this iiicludiivg the 
])rinters \vorking in Nanaimo- and Ladysmith, 
the two chief commercial centres on Vancou- 
ver Island outside of Victoria. / 

Victoria. Typographical. Union is affiliated 
with the central Tabor body of the city— the 
Trades and Labor Council, and also the Trades 
and Labor Coni^ress of Canada.

GERMANY'S NA"yAL PLANS 

During the recent election in the United 
Kingdom, a good deal of attention was direct- 
ed to a series of letters ^lom Robert Blatcli- 
ford, the well-!cno\vn Socialist, which appeared 
ill the London Daily Mail. The following let- 
ter, ill which he dealt with the naval plaus of 
Germany is reprinted by request: S 

The strongest evidence of;;.G,erma!;i^',s "^^^^^ 
signs against Britain is the GermariSviiavy. 
There can be no stronger • evidence of^.any na- 
tion's intention to niake war than that afford- 
ed by wholesale, feverish, and systematic 
preparations for war. 

Now the German preparations are naval 
preparations. Against whom can these prep- 
arations be directed if they arc not directed 
against us? Manifestly they are not meant for 
Russia, nor for Prance, nor for America. The' 
magnitude of the preparations points to a 
prospective struggle with a fleet more power- 
ful than that of Russia or France. The con- 
struction of the German ships prohibits their 
use in distant seas, against Japan, for instance, 
or; the UiiiteC ^|ateS.VrAn<l^ we have 

been told" iri 'a hth'idi-eti bOolcs7 arid newspapers 
arid pamphlets and speeches that the German 
navy is meaiit to wrest from Britain her com- 
mand of the sea, it would be difficult to find a 
single German suggestion that the German 
navy is meant to try conclusions with any 
])ower other than Britain. Germany can reach 
France or Russia by land. Her fleet is already 
inore than a.match for Russia and France com- 
bined.' .v'v , 

Her fleet is built for the North Sea, it is 
exercised in the North Sea, it remains in the 
North Sea.

.y^.^b.n^i^ier the magnitude i;;b£i.^th«S< German 
naval ^preparations. ■ When her 'prograrhtriie is 
completed Germany will have a fleet of at least 
thirty, and probably fifty, battleships of the 
Dreadnought and Super-Dreadnought class. 

But German energy has not confined itself 
to the construction of a number of ships as 
laid down in the various Naval Acts. Every 
effort has been made to increase the capacity 
for rap.id construction of ships and guns. Two 
years, ago vire could outbuild and, outgun Ger- 
many with ease. : ;But,; today i it . is, : dpubtful 
whether we can' build- as' rapidly pr- arm as 
rapidly as she. 

During the last two years (I quote The 
Daily Mail) Germany has launched nine bat- 
tleships of the Dreadnought, aiid Super-Dread- 
nought class., . , , . V' .' V 

■ - So strenuous .has been the German endea- 
vor in this'direction'thaf w[prking at high pres- 
sure Germany can now turiuput; one Super- 
Dreadnought a month, fully ^'"'equipped and 
armed. It would tax our resources to keep 
pace with such an output. 

And, 1 think, no one will be foolish enough 
to suppose that all this effort has been madi; 
for the protection of German commerce, or for 
use .against the navy , pf;.<eitlier Russia or 
France. _No ; it is airiied "at "the naval suprem- 
acy of Britain, and at nothing else in the Avorld. 

But the Germans have not confined them- 
selves, as we have, to the building and arming 
of battleships. They have fortified Heligo- 
land, and are working night and day at a har- 
bor there. They arc widening the Kiel canal. 
They are constructing or have constructed 
seventeen docks .ciapable ., of holding' ships .of 
the largest class. . " •''• •: ' ' . •■, '■;": ""■ 

Mow many submarines and torpedo-boats 
and destroyers the Germans have built and 
hidden in their ports and rivers .Germari , se- 
crecy makes it impossible to say ;'>but we'kn'bvv 
that the number is large. 

Mines, again, have been made in vast 
quantities, and will be largely used in any 
naval war which Germany may wage. 

All these preparations, it must be remem-.' 
bcred, are'madcijin the North Sea and its tribu- 
taries. It iFiri-'-the North Sea that the Gcr- 
nian navy means to fight. .Against whom? 
Not the Chinese, nor the South American re- 
publics, nor the Danes. No; ol)viously against 
thejiation which is so wisely sure of German 
friendship, so sanely convinced of the criminal 
folly of the Jingoes who take a perverse de- 
light in fomenting mischievous and ridiculous 
war "scares." 

■ Arid'-.theri there is Emden with its "long 
quays," At Pjnden, which is a small, obscure 
town, every preparation has been made for the 
embarkation of enormous masses of tro.ops. 
Against whom could such troops bc used? 
Not against Russia; not against France, which 
could be so much more easily and effectually 
assailed by land. No; the long qua3's were 
made for the embarkation of an army for the

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Korea was the cockpit of the Far East, but 
now the frontier of bayonets has been pushed 
forward to the borders of Manchuria, Japan 
rules Korea, won by big expenditure of blood 
and 'ti-easure from Russia, and where intrigue 
of China and Russia once prevailed in Seoul's 
tile-roofed palace, Japan holds sway. Korea 
is as effectually a part of Japan today as 
though the annexation which will come had 
already been effected. Manchuria now is the 
tinder box of the Orient, and Russia and Japan 
are preparing to war again for supremacy 
there; while America and Great Britain vie 
with the nations which are sliarpcning their 
swords for the rich trade of fertile and rich 
jNIanciuiria. 

The country of the ]\Ianchus, \viicre Nur- 
rachu was reared near Liaoyang, whence he 
went with his warriors and conquered China, 
bounded on the west by Mongolia, on the 
north' by the Siberian provinces of Trans-Bai- 
kal, Amur and Primorsk, where Russia is 
building strategic railways and nia.ssing gar- 
risons, and on the south by Korea and the 
Yellow sea and Gulf of Liaotung, has ;ui area 
of 366,000 square miles. Tiiis great expanse 
produces grain of all kinds in profusion, \-ege- 
tables, tobacco, hemp, indigo, opium. I j-c- 
member hov/ its millett waved above my head 
as r sat on a pony's back when riding north- 
ward through Manchuria. In the soiith .silk' 
culture flourisiies, and the forests and 'moun- 
tains supply timber, skins, furs. The rigor of 
the climate limits the crop to one a year, l)ut 
the certainty of rainfall and richness of soil 
insures that one being good. For 800 miles- 
along the Mongolian steppes cattle, sheep and 
horses are reared in practically ;iriexhaustible / 
numbers. The mineral resqiirces 'are exten- 
sive, gold, both quartz and placer, being found 
in rich quantities in several districts, chiefly in 
the north, and the rich coal mines at Fushun 
and Yentai, near Liaoyang, taken by Japan, in- 
dicate the riches in this mineral. 'Until Ru.s- 
sia built, the. railwSyjfrom Harbin to Port Ar- 
thur^ the MaincHus moved. their millet, beans 
and other wares by bullock carts, lumbering, 
springless, two-wheeled affairs, that were 
usually hub-deep in the rutted roads of the 
4,560 miles of trade routes over the friable 
loam, where roads were only rutted ways that 
had been used by the drivers who iiad gone i)e- 
fore. The carts took the produce to the rivers, 
the 65b-mile-long Liao, which drains from 
Mongolia south, and is navigable for deep- 
water junks for 240 miles from the sea,! to.tli<;^:. 
Sungari, which joins the Nonni and wkters 
the edge of Russian Asia, and the Amur at the 
northern border. To the west the L'ssuri is 
used, while on the Korean border the Yalu 
flows eastward and the Tumen westward. 
Cart and river were the outlets of the country 
before the railways came. 
■ The fajlways in Manchuria today were 
builded with war as the first consideration ; the 
new railways under construction are being 
laid with the same end in view. The Antung- 
Mukden railroad which Japan is forcing joins 
the trans-Korean railroad to the vSoutii Man- 
churian road, while anotiicr projected road 
from the northwest Korean border 10 the Soutii 
Manchurian- railroad at Changchun will give 
an alternate rotfte for trooptrains from Korea. 
The South Manchurian railroad is now held by 
Japan between Port Arthur' and Changchun 
and by Russia northward. From Tashilichao 
a short branch runs to Newchwang at tlic 
mouth of the Yalu, from where tlie Chinese 
railroad skirts the Gulf via, Slianliaikwan, at 
the border of Manciuiria, to Tientsin and Pek- 
ing.. As^an alternate railroad to the South 
Maiichiiria China, aided by American and Bri- 
tish capital is contemplatingi despite objection 
by Japan, a line from Kinchow t.o'..Tsitsihar. 
A glance at the map will show the Value of this 
road as an alternate trade route. Meanwhile 
Japan has the tightest grasp on Manchuria. 
Trade is being stimulated toward Dalny, now 
known as Dairen, to the detriment of Newch- 
wang. Freight rates are levied with scant re- 
gard for the laws usually considered as ai)i)lv- 
ing to common carriers. Th(>. rates frnin 
Dalny to'Mtikdeh and other points are main- 
tained lower than those from Newchwang to 
the same points although the haul from Dalnv 
is much longer, to combat the junk traffic, too, 
Japan lias built a bridge over the Liao between 
Mukden and Fiainmintun whicii causes the 
lowering of masts of junks passing beneath it, 
and is considered a great detriment to junk 
traffic. 

Now that troops are gathering in Trans- 
Baikalia, rumors of inevitable war over Man- 
churia prevail, charges of underhand methods 
by Japan to secure the trade of this great and 
rich country are being made, some description 
of the people and features of this tinder-box of 
the Orient will prove of interest. Manchus 
form but a smaii portion of the population ui 
Manchuria, possibly numbering a million in 
the three provinces. They have the chief ap- 
pointments, while their nationals of the lower 
clas.scs are employed as Bannermcn, police, in 
public offices, , as caretakers of palaces or 
tombs ; a few farm, many live by the chase or 
fishing. They enjoy the privileges of conquer- 
ors, paying no land tax, while the examination 
for degrees which open the door to preferment 
is easier than those Chinese have to undergo. 
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CInncse and Manchu dress practically alike, 
the only diflcrence noted being m the garb and 
method of dressing hair used by the women. 
Loose blouses and trousers of cotton dyed with 
indigo m .summer, and similar clothing, 
wadded 'with wool and^^^ 01 goat- 

skins for winter wear, are worn by the major- 
ity, with felt boots in • summer and loose 
leathern boots inside which layers of grass are 
jiacked for \\'inter wear. The Chinese of Man- 
churia arc fuie, strapjniig, vigorous people, 
manv of wliom, driven from China by poverty 
or famine, regard iNIanchuria as a land flowing 
with inilk and honey. Settlers in Manchuria 
were given land by China-free of taxes for 'he 
first three years, while a land tax was charged 
after thattmie. ' : .t •. , 

The country m many sections has scant 
su]5ply of timber, the scaitered villages of a 
few mud-walled houses set back in their com- 
pounds of mini ;iclnl)e, jncturesque with melon 
and other vines, liemg usually set aniongsr a 
few s])rea(Iing elms. 'I he hous(\s with tlie nuid 
wall of the crimpouiul flusii '.v.th the mam road 
are set on either side, with, usually, iniall tem- 
ples, or shrmes, at either, end, .where the- . gods 
who guard the village are set. A patch of milr 
let supplies everything the average ^iettler. fe- 
c|uircs — the grain for food, the stalks fCfT food, 
tlic thatch for his mud hut. The greater pait 
of the native poinilation till the land. Num- 
bers of Chinese engage in trapping in the 
mountain districts, where there is much bi.g 
game, others search for wild gin.song, to which 
as a drug the Chinese attach big values, while 
a large number engage in placer mining, which 
is carried on in nearly every river of the coun- 
try. In some of the larger towns — there are 
several cities of over a million inhabitants 
clusteretl within the four crenelated walls of 
the "castle' — are considerable numbers of Chi- 
nese IMohanimedans. In some places they have 
big burning towers near the city walls. They 
are mostly butchers or dealers in cattle. Be- 
fore the Russo-Japanese war there were 50,000' 
Russian settlers in the northern part of Man- 
churia, living in native houses and mixing with 
Chinese and Manchu, the number having 
grown since the close of the war. The Japan- 
ese population has increased rapidly since the 
war, thousands having flocked to the chief 
cities, while sonic of the southern cities, not- 
ably Newchwang outside the Japanese belt in 
Liaotung, are practically Manchurian editions 
(jf Japanese cities. As usual the Japanese wo- 
man preceded the merchant and settler, the 
frail ladies from the yeshiwaras of Japan hav- 
ing migrated in numbers to Dalny, New- 
chwang, Haichang, Liaoyang, Mukden and 
other large cities. 

Brigandage is one of the scourges of Man- 
churia. The Hunghut/.es, who fought as mer- 
cenaries for Japan dvu-ing the war,' are chief 
among the orgqnize.dvbrigands. With the or- 
dinary robber tlic officials take;' little concern. 
If the victim brings him to justice, -.rather, he- 
fore a magistrate, he may be bainbooed if he 
fails to bribe the court, or he may be beheaded. • 
The duty of defending property devolves on 
tlie owner. Pawnshops — these places are a 
feature of the life of Manchuria — maintain 
their own armed guards. Somc_ bankers in 
Kirin employ as manjr as thirty. At night 
watchmen patrol within the walls surrounding 
bank, pawnshop or house, beating a small 
drum to warn the thieves that the watchman 
is on the look-out. The organized brigands, 
who know that if captured t^eir skulls will 




bleach 6ri sticks in the clefts of the crumbling 
stones of the;, city,^gates, do not prey ypqn jthe 
poor, their prey-being the rich coiivoys and ' 
caravans, or dfficials^a.ndr rich men who can 
afford to pay ransom; "Th'ey'ha\'e their guilds 
and agents and it is a common thing f(jr the 
traveller to pay for ])rotection to the agent of 
the brigands who guarantee immunity from 
robbery. • When riding from Liaoyang to 
Newchvvang by pony I was 'protected' by pay- 
ment of ten dollars for, a small •vyhite flag bear- 
ing the Manchu characters of the name of the 
district brigand chief. 

Inns and pawnshops are notable features 
of Manchurian life. On the main trade routes 
• of Manchuria inns are frecpient. Usually they 
are regular hostelries, often only ramshackle 
places temporarily constructed. The smaller 
inns cost little to build. They arc nothing but 
mud walls held up in a timber frame, with a 
'k'ang,' a raised bed of brick and' baked and be- 
neath which a fire is built in winter. On this 
'k'ang' usually occupying the length of the 
room travellers who had matting or bedding 
roll it out, -while others who have not cover 
themselves with their padded garments, and, 
in winter, and as many as fifty cuddled close 
on the ^k'-ang' can keep warm at small cost for 
fuel; '...T^he. kitchen is at the front, not the back, 
of a Manichu inn, and in summer the cook will 
usually be seen at the streetside kneading and 
rolling leathery dough-cakes, for Manchurians 
to a great extent are wheat-eaters. Not much 
furniture is provided, a few chairs, tables, boil- 
ers, some wooden spoons, hay fork for digging 
out the niameat, some gourds as bales, are us- 
ually all that is required. y\t roadside inns 
carters form. ^i.bigiperccntage of the guestsy 
and they are treated with rnuch deference : by 
the innkeeper for their reports can do much to 
make or mar an inn. A foreigner in a Manchu 
inn will form the main source of conversation 
for the other occu])ants, and if the natives 
were not so dirty and so iiu|uisitive — they will 
come and finger the buttons of your clpthhjg, 
your leggings, etc. — they would not' be; un- 
pleasant neighbors. 

The wealth of a district is guaged by the 
number of its pawnshops. These al-e institu- 
tions. Here it is usual to associate a'pawn- 



shop with poverty. Not so in Manchuria. 
They a certain indication of prosperity. It 
is iidt calculated to bring discredit upon a man 
to j)awn his property. The average houschqlry 
der cannot well protect himself from the rdb--' 
her, but the pawnslio]), a fortified building 
with jiig wall guardetl by many armed men, is 
considered a safe place to deposit anything of 
value. Winter clothes, farm implements, 
every sort and condition of artide is placed in 
pawn. One day a carter who, had . bfeen ; en- 
gaged to tnake a start at daybreak appeared 
some hours late, and on being re];)roached for 
his tardiness excused himself on the ground 
that tiie pawnshop had not been open and he 
had been unable to get his cart wheels out of 
pawn. The usual interest charged by the . 
Manchurian pawnshop-keeper is about one and 
a half per cent. ' ' ' . 

In the western acceptation of the word 
'there are no railroads in Manchuria, although 
there are defined tracks leading from city to 
city. Their condition, however, depends on 
the weather. The rains arc in July and 
August, and roads are then practically im- 
passable. The government spends little money 
on roads, only in cutting of zigzag roadsiijqy,er.' 
passes when' soldiers are employed for -'tK 
work, which is done for strategic reasons ra- 
ther than to facilitate trade. Sometimes an 
energetic official, or philanthropic individual, 
builds a bridge or an innkeeper keeps the road 
in repair near his place, but everything is done 
spasuKJclically. In the cities it is the duty of 
each householder to keep the road in front of 
his premises in repair,, to the;; ceii(;re':,;;of, the 
strectway. Carters often make detbiirs to 

, avoid bad bits of road and there is constant 
.warfare between farmer and carter. The 
landholder digs trenches at right-angles to the 
road to keep the carter to the rutted thorough- 
fare. The great trunk road is the Peking Im- 
perial road from the Korean frontier to Pe- 
king, 692 miles, the road over which the Kor- 
ean tribute-bearers once went bearing their 
gifts to the rulers of Chin.;i. The Imperial 

'trunk road from Port Arthur to Kirin. via 
Mukden is 557 miles IcSng and follows the 
route of the Chinese Eastern, now South Man- 
churian railroad. Other roads of conseouence 



are from Mukden to Petuna, 300 miles ;, frotn 
Kaiyuan to Kirinj 281 miles; Kirin to Taitsi- 
har, 613 miles; Kirin to Sansing, ,'337 miles; 
Kirin to the Russian frontier at Sanchiakou,- 
368 miles, and to. the frontier at Huncnun, 342 
miles. 

The cart used in Manchuria is either the 
covered Peking cart, or the large ■ -luinberirig 
two-wheeled freight cart. The structtite:pf the 
wheel is peculiar. It turns round) ' the'! axle, 
gripped only by the outer an,d intier edges cf 
the nave composed'of , iron plates These carts 
carry the traveller and his belongings from 20 
to 30 miles a day. Often an ox is used in the 
shafts with ponies or mules as leaders.' The 
draft-auimals are not bitted, .but a piece . of 
thick :cord is passed between Hl^lieriig^i^i?^ 
inside of lip, and a rein attacfiefrM'tiiie ifear 
side. The driving is done by voice or whip. 
There are no horses in the country, but the 
China or Mongol pony, and mules furnish a 
good substitute. There arc few hardier ani- 
mals in the world than a Mongol pony. They 
can be fed on the thatch ,of the roadside ho'.i3e, 
if necessary. Great pony fairs arc often held. 
I attended one at where several 

thotisarid 'poiniesi we^^^^ on a serai just in- 
side the city wall. :, 

Manchuria offers a rich market, in which 
Japan has the chief advantage. The chief ex- 
ports are beans, bean'Oil and bean cake — m.any 
large steam freighters engaged in this trade of 
late, over 30,000 tons of steam tonnage being 
chartered now for this trade from Dalny alone. 
Probably beans and bean products make up 85 
per cent, of the exports, the remaining fifteen 
per cent, being made up of silk, millet, samshu, 
hides, ginsong, melon seeds, furs and cattle. 
Of'the imports cotton and piece goods and 
yarn rank first, being valued at about fifty 
per cent, of the total imports. Of cotton goods 
forty per cent, arc native cloths, the . greater 
portion junk-borne. Japan, which country be- 
fore the war with Russia, had but ten per. 
cent, of this trade, now has the biggest. share, 
many advantages being possessed by the 
Japanese trader not held by others. Other 
imports of importance are sugar, tobacco, old 
iron, chiefly horseshoes, tea, opium,' railway 
materials, kerosene oil, matches, flour, coal 
and wheat. 

Chief among the great cities of Manchuria 
are Mukden, the capital, Liaoyang, the ancient 
capital, Kirin, Harbin, Dalny (new known un- 
der the Japanese name of Tairen), New- 
chwang, Port Arthur, Taitaihar, Ninguta, 
Tiehling, Khailar, Flaicheng and Antung. 
There are numerous other crowded cities with 
similarly high battlemented walls^ bounding 
them, but those mentioned are the more im- 
portant. Since the war between Japan and 
Russia large throngs of Japanese have been 
added to the population of each, first the 
frailer women, then the traders. Mukden, 
bounded by four great walls, each as wide as a 
streetway, over thirty feet high, with crenelat- 
ed battlements; and picturesque towers over 
the city gates, lies in a plain two miles north 
of the Hun river, which enters the Taize river 
flowing past the walls of Liaoyang, about 
twelve miles from that city. .Three miles from 
the city are the Pei-ling tombs and temple 
where the remains of the son of the founder of 
the Manchu dynasty, lie. The city walls in- 
close a square, rather more than a mile in 
width. The population is about three-quarters 
of a million. During the Boxer uprising the 
Roman Catholic mission cathedral here was 
burned and the bishop and his staff massacred. 
Russia made Mukden the base of operations 
during the fighting in South Manchuria; now 
Japan controls, though nominally China rules. 
Liaoyang is a big walled city similar to' Muk- 
den, slightly smaller, and with the exception of 
Port Arthur,' the well known fortress - town, . 
Antung, on the Yalu, Dalny and Newchwang, 
the other interior cities are similar in appear- 
ance. Dalny, which means in Russian 'Far. 
Away,' was constructed as the outlet for the : 
Manchurian railroad by Russia and many fine 
Russian buildings still stand. The harbor, is 
one of the finest on the Pacific, free of ice and 
ships drawing 30 feet can enter on any tide. ■ 

Antung, on the Yalu, whence the liew rail- 
road to conned with Mukden starts, ^ is the 
centre of a big silk growing district. It was a 
small city before the war \yith Russia, now. it 
is expected to grow, and many Japanese have 
flocked there. A big steel bridge is to be con- 
structed across the Yalu and when the military 
railroad which is being converted at a cost of 
1 5,000,000 to a permanent road is complete, 
trains will run across this bridge from Fusau 
in South Korea.

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GAME' ACT AMENDMENTS

Game laws should not he a matter of paii_v 
pplitiqs<|j^|Phey;^ a the framing of 

wlViclt.?it-'i§''i'ieris6nahk to expect that the ad- 
vice and opinions of men who frccinent the 
woods and know somethiiiL; of forest lore antl 
liave, through their foiiowins^- the sport of fish- 
ing' and Hhootiii[;f, a first hand knowlcclg'e of 
the suhject and a real and li\-ely interest in il, 
S'hoidd be considtcd. IJecanse a man is a i^oodv 
])olilician or a j^ood huyyer it does not neces- 
sarily follow that he is a good sportsman or 
by any nil'ans competent to legislate for the 
])rotection of game and also for the \^ery neces- 
sary protection of sportsmen, who form here 
in V'ictoria, at any rate, a ■\-ery large body of 
tax])ayers and \-oters. 

The head game warden may be, and doubt- 
less is, a very valuable public serVantVbxit, bc^i; 
ing a public servant, he should take soinc "littic: 
troitble-rtt lcast td»' get at the opinions and real 
wtsh'eis'.of 'tlic-niaijority of responsible sporls- 
nieiiif before his advice is offered and taken 
holu's'ibblus by ihe legislator when framing 
amendments to the game act. It is indeed 
very commendable and highly ncccss;iry tij 
devote, care and attention to the regulations 
controlling the luuiting of British Columbia 
big game by visiting hunters, and it is nice to 
read their articles in the siiortiug iia]:)ers of 
their home countries telling of their success 
and enjoyment of what this ]n'o\-ince has to of- 
fer them in that line, antl i)raisiug the coiu- 
teous way in which information is afforded 
them and assistance given them to ensure their 
having oleasanl and successful trips by tiie of- 
ficials-told off that duty by .the represent- 
atives of the people.

"It takes liini eighty printed lines before he 
dares to say that he thinks the lady to whbm 
he is' writing is prett}', and ci.ghty lines more 
to come to tlic admission that he loves her." 

Such is the description of the first of the 
Alfred de Musset Love-letters, just published 
in Paris, and Paris seems to have come to the . 
conclusion that it shows an extraordinaryf 
amount' of cold cautiousness. i ' ; \ v' ' 

Of course these things are matters of taste- 
and temperament. Some men would write, 
and have written, not only eighty lines,, but 
not far short of eighty letters before working 
themselves up to a point of a plain declaration 
' of love. 

Perhaps it is right to be surprised at such 
extended selfTControl on the part of a, person, 
so inflammable as de Musset. 

; But, after all; a. man who, at the end of the 
first letter, gets to the temperature of declar- 
ing. "I Avill hear none spoken of but you; 1 
think only of you; and have no other ambition 
but you," cannot be considered to have done 
so badl}'. 

These are a matter of personal ido,syn- 
crasy. Many people, especially^ of the fairer 
sex, are, like Lady Mickleliafn, in the liabit bt 
mcaning'a great deal more than they arc at all 
inclined to put on paper. 

Even the comparatively maladroit male 
may know the value of the moderated language 

It is possible, it is ]>robable, that Sam 
^V'cllcr when he wrote to Mar}', "You are a 
nice girl, and nothing but it," meant at least 
as much as M. dc Musset's emphatic devotion. 

To complain that the de Musset letters arc 
not of extraordinary interest to anyone who 
does not happen to be Alfred dc Musset or 
Tiniee d'Alton, is unreasonable and churlish, 
but it may also be a high complimeiitrto the 
letters, ' ' 

The lover who writes essays to his lady 
upon the world at large, "on shoes and ships 
and sealing,-waxvand cabbages and l>ings," is 
not the kiild 'bf lover- for whom there is much 
demand. 

Our estimate of the sincerity of de AIus- 
set's affection is all the higher when Ave find 
him writing at len.gth upon keej:)ing on a room 
somewhere, and what time he goes to bed. 

These are the matters in which people in 
love arc most interested. 

If he had, s^nt her a causerie. on Victor 
Hugo's verse we should have found it mucli 
more interesting, but we should have also 
thought him a stick. 

There is no kind of composition in the 
world quite like a love-letter. 

Its highest merit is to seem dull in every 
sense of the critic. 

, If you stop to think one moment you will 
see that this. must be so; the ideal love-letter 
is the one. which speaks most intimately of the^ . 
most intimate, emotions of two people, emo- 
tions of which the whole value and the whole 
charm arc in the fact that they are ]jri\-alc and 
sacred from the wdiolc Avorld. , 

When you meet them in public, when they 
are forced upon your notice, they seem either 
unutterably sill}-, or else painfull}- disgusting, 
It makieS very little difference how clever, 
*or even ho\y. great, the lovers may be. 
- De Musset, for example, is not a writer 
A^hbsc faults incline hiili to the platitude or the 
commpn-place, 

■ ■• But when he is writing love-lettors he is 
just as ordinary as the most ordinary of nor- 
mal men. 

■'You were very beautiful, a little grumbly, 
which docs not prove that I love you less for .

Paardeburfe Day. will , be celebrated 
by the soldiers of Victoria, old and 
young, next Sunday, February 27th. 
The cadet corps and the Boy Scouts 
will turn out with the Fflth Hcgiinent, 
the men from AVork Point and Escjui- 
mait, and the Campaigner's Associa- 
tion, to hear the story of liow Cana- 
dian soldiers faced death and won the 
day at Paardeburg, in South Africa, ten 
years ago. Every lad in tlio cadet corjis 
and every one of the Scouts will by 
their appearance .and beliaviour show 
theniselvos worthy of the lionor done 
tliein In allowing them to take part In 
the celebration. Young as they are, 
they will feel that they are i)roparing 
to act the part of the men who gave 
up their lives for. tho Empire, If duty 
should call them to the field. 

Peary is ; to send an, expedition to 
discover the Soiith Fole. Llentenant 
siiackleton and an explorer named 
Scott are also going from England to 
spend many dreary months In seeking 
to find the same spot. Last ' year 
Shackloton came within little more 
than a hundred miles of the Pole. The 
British explorers are not a bit worried 
because the Roosevelt may carry off the 
honor of tlie discovery. The world Is 
not greatly Interested in this expedi- 
tion. These Ijravo and able men 
miglit, most people thiiilv. employ tlieir 
time to much better advantage than in 
risking tlielr li\'es on such an errand. 
There may come a day when men can 
turn to some good use the knowledge 
gained of regions always covered with 
ice and snow, but that time spems far 
off now. 

It is not often in tiiese days that a 
ship is lost, and tluit only one survivor 
is left to tell the story. Yet that is 
what liapponed oft the coast of Minor- 
ca, in tho Mediterranean Sea, a few- 
days ago. A fine ship, the Chanzy. 
left Marseilles on VS^'ednesday, at mid- 
day, expecting to .' reach Algiers, on 
Thursday afternoon.' There were '137 
souls on board. Most of the pasaqnge'rs 
were French' off leers and their ffimllics 
returning to Algiers after leave of ab- 
sence. Tho 3hii> was driven out of her 
course by the gale. Slie struck on the 
rocky coast of Minorca, and ,ill except 
IMarcel Rodel, an Algerine eustoms of- 
ficial, perished. The captains of oth,»r 
ships declare the storm to have boon 
the worst seen, ove'.i in tho Jledltor- 
raiiean, for ycar.s. 

The C.P.U. is to iDulld this year more 
tlian GOO miles of railroad in Canada. 
Most of tlicse will be branch roads into 
new settlements. In Saskatchewan, the 
farmers, in some i)laces must atlll drive 
fifty (jr sixty miles before tliey can 
ship their grain. This ■will soon lie 
changed. Tho Canadian Nortiiern, tlio 
Grand Trunk Pacific, and the C.P.R. 
havo main lines running through the 



province. , :JThe tho C.P.K. 

wlU 'put In' this 'year will run through 
new homesteads, and make It easier for 
the farmers to market tlielr fine crops 
t)f wheat. Tliere will be shorter linos 
in Alberta, and a liiie will ojien up tho 
beautiful valleys of the Columbia and 
tile Kdotenay rivers from Elcho. on 
the Crow's iS'e.^t Pass to l-'ort bteelo 
and. on to, meet the line .now being 
built south from Golden. This will 
be 176 miles long. The C.P.R. la de- 
terj;aIned>tQikcep its ruuds the best, as 
they are. ' tn6 oldest in the 'west. .' .• 

There is trouble in tile legislature 
and cabinet of Alberta. l':;diiionton Is 
the cajiitai of the province. This- has 
never (luite pleased tlie people of Cal- 
gary, on tlie main line of tho fJ.P.R. 
But. Edmonton Is an ambitious and .ra- 
pidly growing ■ city, with fine faripliig. 
land to the'; north ais Hvlill'^'as tor the' 
south "land ?ast of it.W T)ie<C.P.R.''has 
a branch: rt' ni|i.rig .through Bdmo^ton, 
from Calgary on' the sputli^ and anoth- 
er froni this east, 'passing through' the 
Saskatchewan city of Saskatoon. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific jnisses througli 
it on Its way to the coast. But ICd- 
monton wants the trade of the north- 
ern section of tlie coiintry,.- which Is | the "(. liiUlren' 
being settled very rapidly' Ijy farmers 
of the best class. Tlie government has 
gone security for the Alberta aiuitJreat 
Waterways Company, which will oi)en 
up a new part \il' tile euuntr;.'. I'iiis 
lias given ult't.'iiee to the iK'iiple ol' 
Soutiiern Alberta, who consider that 
the government lias used tlie money 
of tlie wliole province to help Eduiou- 
toii and Stratlicona on the otlu'r side 
of tile river. It is said that one of 
the ministers has resigned. Though 
Alberta Is a very rich and prosperous 
territory, it cannot afford to allow 
jealousy to divide it. At the same timo 
If tlie new railroad is not being hon- 
estly built ,tlie country, would be bet- 
ter, without It.. ; ' 



■ In the . fields coffee, cacao, bananas, 
sugar cane, '.cotton, malzo and wheat 
are. grown. ' Two mountain ranges 
cross the countrj', and on tho. high- 
lands plants and fruits of tho temper- 
ate zone flourish. Among tho moun- 
tains are many volcanos. There are 
very dense and beautiful forests.

There are 3,150 miles of telegraphs 
In the country, and. the United States 
has a ,wlreless station near the coast 
Yet there- are. many curious sights to 
be seen which show that the customs 
of tho people liavo not changed for 
many years. It is not likely that this 
rich and beautiful country will much 
longer bo left to mismanage Its. own 
affairs, nor its people bo allowed to 
kill one another and Jay waste the 
counti-y. , . . ■ .

Among the treasures of the British Crown 
is a silver shield, which bears a curious design. 
Its centre is occupied by a head of Christ. Be-: 
neath'are seen the rites of baptism and the 
Lord's Supper, the two sacraments recognized 

■ by the Protestant Church. The special signifi- 
cance of this symbolical piece of armor is, how- 
ever, to be found in the subjects to the right 
and left of the Saviour's head. One of tliese 
is plainly the entry into Jerusalem, but the na- 
ture of /the other is not so clear. It represents 
a steamer nearing the shore. An angel stands 
at the wheel, and on the deck is a little group 
of men ;?ga.zing towards the land. Here their 
arHvatl'is-awaited by three figures, which may 
be recognized as those of St. George, the pa- 
tron saint of England, the Prince Consort Al- 
bert, and the victor of Waterloo. Few, how- 
ever, would today be able to identifyvK^the; 
passengers qii the steamer, or to guess, the ob- 
ject of their mission. The .central personage 
of the group is none otlier than the godfather 
of King Edward, Frederick William IV., King 
of Prussia and eldest brother of the first Ger- 
man Emperor, and he is bound, as we see him 
on the vessel's deck, for Windsor, to stand 
sponsor to the present ruler of the British Em- 
pire.: , Only, one; of :;theiau trayeller's coin- 
panibns deserves to be mentioned today. He 
is Alexander von' Humboldt, who is represent- 
ed as carrying in his hand an olive branch on 
this momentous and historical journey, from 
wiiich the new cpocii of Anglo-German rela- 
tionships may be said to date. For the visit of 
1842 was hut the prelude to the betrothal of 
the Princess Royal to the son of the heir-pre- 
sumptive to the throne'pf Prussii,. 

Immediately after liis return to his capital, 
and while he was still under the first over- 
whelming influence of his experiences in Eng- 
land, that country, which he now more firmly 
than ever believed to be the natural ally of his 
own, the Prussian Sovereign entrusted the de- 
signing of the shield to Peter Cornelius, one 
member of that band of distinguished artists 
Avhb had been assembled in Berlin by the.; 
Royal Maecenas, in the hope of making it tHe ' 
Athens of the North. The rough ideas were, 
as usual, supplied by .the monarch himself. 
The shield was to symbolize the spiritual ar- 
mor which the little Prince had put on at the 
solemn ceremony in St. George's. Chapel, and 
when it was completed it was forwarded to 
Windsor as a christening gift. 

A Forgotten European Figure 

At that time Frederick William was the 
most brilliant, fascinating and bewildering ac- 
tor on the political stage of Europe. Today he 
is entirely forgotten outside his own country, 
and only remembered in Germany as the mon- 
arch who capitulated before a street revolu- 
tion, who rejected an imperial crown, who suf- 
fered at Austria's hands the humiliation of 01- 
nnitz, wlio propounded with an intense fervor 
of conviction a new doctrine of the divine right 
oi sovereigns which was never more incompre- 
hensible than to his own generation, and who 
closed his days in the isolation of mental dark- 
ness under the regency of his younger brother. 
Conventional history Avill, perhaps, pass over 
with a, few lines the twenty years' reign during 
which he managed to keep that peace whose 
sacredncss he so unceasingly asseverated. For 
the Prussian constitution which he set up was 
a reform rather in name than in substance, and 
no great change, religious, political, or social, 
was left upon his country by his brilliant and 
versatile intelliect. But though the generations 
which have succeeded him may have accur... 
rately estimated the achievements of the mbn-.' 
arch, they have, at the same time, done a grave 
injustice to the notable talents of one of the 
cleverest and best-intentioned of men. Who 
can say.-but that, under the guidance of a min- 
ister who icould have controlled the fertilizing 
ebullitions; ,of- his spirit, Frederick vWilliam 
might not have ftil.filledvmany of the ejctraor-.- 
dinarily high hopes .wi.thVw^ accession ' 

was hailed, and with which his reign opened? 

Frederick William III. was not personally 

■ unpopular at the time of his death in 1840, but ' 
he had disappointed the aspirations of his peo- 
ple. Under the influence of Matternich, the 
Liberal movement in favor of a united Ger- 
many, which had contrilnited .so largely to 
the emancipation of 1813, had been stifled, and 
the/^mosts generous of the patriots were either 
lahg^ishiiig' in prison, pining in exile, or starv- 
ing in obscurity. The promised constitution, 
which Avas to have been the reward of the na- 
tional self-sacrifice in the rising against Na- 
poleon, had not been granted. At last the 
politicians ceased to look for radical changes 
from a monarch who was approaching tiiree- 
score years and ten, and set all their hopes on 
the Crown Prince, who was twentyrfive years 
younger.- • . \ . 1:'^, 

Early .Hopes and Ideais/:, fe. 
And these hopes appeared lb be well found- 
ed. Ail Germany rang with the fame of the 
new King's dazzling and varied gifts. "This 
great talent," declared Goethe, "is bound to 
awaken other talents." "Even as a boy," says 
von Sybel, "he had shown unusual self-assur- 
ance and a marked 'independence of will ; he 
,was highly gifted with attainments and inter- 
ests of every kind, and from his earliest days 
he haji been guided by his instructors in the 
direction of religions, aesthetic, and intellectu- 
al development. Thus, he appeared as an 
adult well equipped with knowledge and taste, 
with an effervescing intellect and manifold 
talents, and at the same time morally pure to 
the core, tender-hearted, and of easily-excitcil 
emotions, but always enthusiastic on behalf of 
every lofty and noble cause, and full of warm 
confidence in God and humanity." It was a , 
grim caprice of fate that a monarch with these 
qualities of head and heart should have 
brought to his people and J^imself nothing but 



disappointments — disappointments which, 
roused his people to revolt and permanently, 
disturbed the balance of his own mind. 

When he ascended the throne his head was 
already full of plans for the welfare of the na- 
tion. Everything»was going to be for the best 
in the best of all possible worlds. After long 
and earnest spiritual struggles, he had sur- 
mounted the doubts which the eighteenth cen- 
tury had spread about in the worldi-rand;^^^ 
formulated an original theory of his;(jwn 're^ 
tipn, and responsibility to the'Deity. He be- 
lieved 'not merely that he held his royal office 
directly as a trust from Pleaven, but that the 
sovereigns of the world were at the moment of 
their accession endowed with a higher degree 
of wisdom than is ever vouchsafed to a subject 
mortal. , "There are," he once said, "things 
which only a kirtg can jundergtand, a which 
even I myself could hbf understand when I 
was only Crown Prince." His relation to his 
people he conceived as that of a father to his 
children. "Solomon and Sirach," he remarked 
on one occasion, in a moment of anger agair.^^ 
the nation, "enjoined that naught}' children 
should feel the rod at times." But he was de- 
termined to be a good father, and to make his 
children happyi -., Qnly they must obey. HJe 
even spoke much of "liberty," but 'this word 
meant to him merely so much freedom ■as, l]e 
should of his own initiative think fit itb grant, 
in rela.xation of his divine riglit to exact uncoii- 
ditional, unquestioning obedience. 

No class of the population was to be left 
uncared for, no deserving form of human ac- 
tivity to lack encouragement. The sciences 
and arts were to flourish under his protecting 
hand; trade and commerce were to be fos- 
tered; communications were to be developed; 
and the artizan classes were to have their bur- 
dens lightened. The superficial scope of the 
King's knowledge, was commensurate with 
that of his interests, and he believed that he 
understood each man's longing and knew how 
to satisfy it. Everyone was to be made happy 
tlirpugh his intsrunientality, and Prussia led 
bh tb, a ill ture of unimaginable glory and 
Splendor. ' 
n ' "A and Peaceable King" 

There are few more stirring episodes in 
history than the delivery of the speech which 
the newly-crowned monarch addressed to his 
subjects in the suare before the Berlin 
Schloss, and in which he took them into his 
confidence and appealed to them for co-oper- 
ation in the carrying out of his splendid, if 
somewhat nebulous, plans. Standing before a 
throne, in "a pavilion of gold and purple, he 
swore to rule as a just and peaceable King ; and 
then, with the penetrating, eloquence of which 
he was master, he spoke to those present the 
following moving exhortation : "Will you 
stand by me, and help mc further to develop 
into greater magnificence those qualities which 
have added Prussia, with her 14,000,000 in- 
habitants, to the great powers of the earth. — 
namely, honor, fidelity, the striving towards 
light, justice, and truth, the persevering ad- 
vance in the spirit 'both of the wisdom of age 
and of youth's heroic and fiery courage Will 
you, never fail me nor abandon me in this ef- 
fort, but remain true and constant through 
good and evil days? Oh, then, answer me 



,:plairily;?iwith the most beautiful sound of our 
'niotfier-toi%ue---hnsvver me wit^^ an houor- 
firm 'Yes.' " The audience was completely 
carried off its feet by this thrilling appeal, and 
the word "Ja !" was roared back to the mon- 
arch from thousands of throats. Even a heavy 
shower, which fell with malign omen at that 
particular moment, could do nothingv to jdamp . 
the enthusiasm, which rolled from the" square 
like a tidal wave through the streets of Ber- 
lin. A few years later another wave was to 
start from th'e same point and take the same 
direction, but this time it was a wayc of blood. 

The impetuosity of his feelings and the vol- 
canic flow of his eloquence were at once the 
King's weakness and his strength. Mis com- 
mand of language was not the mere irresponsi- 
ble garruljty which gushes out in a flood of 
conyentional\;,:,phi-ases V:With no substantial 
meaning behind them. On the contrary, his 
speeches, letters, and gubernatorial documents 
are full of original turns and expressions that 
show that real feeling for the fine siiadcs of 
verbal significance which is the b;isis of all true 
literary talent. Ifis conversation was found 
irresistible by the greatest savants oi his time, 
even when he was, discoursing to them airout 
matters;.:qnA'vyhich,^^^^ vfQxe. the only autho- 
^nties.' Peter Cbnteltits was in his later years 
ever moved to tears when he thought of the 
ravishing charm of his dead patron's society. 
Leopold von Ranke once blurted out in an 
assembly of men of note in the worhls of sci- 
ence and literature: "lie is my master. He is 
your master, lie is the master of all of us." 
Alexander von Humboldt, though he occasion- 
ally, in his correspondence, exercised his v.'it 
at the King's expense, felt that something was 
lacking to every day on which he had not had 
the pleasure of listening to the royal elo- 
quence. Frederick William's portly and un- 
gainly figure looked rather out of j)lace on a 
liorse, but he perpetually spoke witii pride of 
his position as a Prussian officer, and he fol- 
lowed the course of the manoeuvres with great 
assiduity. On such occasions he astonished 
the members of his staff by his vivid and 
trenchant criticisms of the operations. 
The Exuberance of Verbosity 
The secret of the charm which he exercised 
on all in his moments of good humor was that 
he spoke freely from a full heart, and allowed 
the sparkling ideas which. chased one another 
through his well-informed and well-lubricated 
brain unimpeded passa.ges through his lijis. He 
was not always like this, for he was a man of 
moods, and TreitzscHke says of him : "Pfc 
thought that by the iliSpiration of his kingly 
office arid^byith^^^^^ his personal talents 

he could- supervise^ the whole world, and it 
pleased him at times to veil his ideas in cloudy 
and ambiguous words in order to perplex 
minor mortals." But in his sociable moods he 
lacked the gift of verbal retention. Whatever 
he thought and felt had to come out. "It left 
me no peace,".' he .was wont to say; "I had to 
speak." And .thisviTyas. equally true when he 
was irritated, or m When he had once 

opbiSed'liis' nibuth, it 'might be said of him, as 
Disraeli said of Gladstone, that he was intoxi- 
cated by the exuberance of his own verbosity. 
When he sat down to write the- spontaneous 
impetuosity of his mind chafed at the slow op- 



eration of the pen, and the surge of feelings 
which could not wait for aticulate expression 

found an outlet in multiple underlinings and a 
lavish use of marks of exclamation, wliich often 
stood in rows at the close of a period like a 
line of soldiers. Treitzchkc says that "he al- 
ways had to be intellectual and witty, oven 
though . he might; by some paradoxical idea, 

'endanger an important state transaction." 

Opposition wa,s, of course, intolerable to a 
temperament like this, especially since it was 
coupled with firm Ijclief in its own infallibilty. 
The King was imal)le to understand how men 
could be such blockheads as to i)laco obstacles 
in his way when he was engaged in contriving 
their happiness in obedience to divine inspira- 
tion. "Only Jacobins, hagwigs, and jaclc«; 
asses," he wrote to one of his ministers, "caiV 
any lon.ger doubt my sincere love for free- 
tloni." Writing of a recalcitrant parliament, 
he summed up the wliole assembly as "the 
man.t^y sheep of the right and the scabby goats 
of the left." liven the splendid official ma- 
chine to which Prussia owes so much excited • 
his utmost impatience,, for he could not bear 
the restraint which, .the slow-moving routine 
of departmental business necessarily imposed. 

,\Vhile "he heaped assurances of affection on 
liis friends with so much insistency tliat it 
often brought him under ^le suspicion of in- 
sincerity, though it was always l^e spontane- 
ous outcome of his mood," he tCirned coldly 
away from them as soon as they attempted to 
thwart his plans. For, "in every avowed poli- 
tical;ORponent he saw a personal enemy, and, 
after the manner of all men who are governed 
by moods, he treated estranged friends as 
much with harshness and injustice as former- 
ly with tenderness and affection, though he 
continually asseverated that it was the dearest 
wish of his heart to be fair to everyone" 
(Trcitzschke). Consequently no one had any 
influence over him, for he would only listen to 
those who were of his own opinion. 

The King's Pious Acts 
This trait prevented him also from being a 
good judge of men, and square pegs in round 
holes were one of the causes of his misfortunes. 
His impatience of opposition frequently issued 
in accessions of fury> whichihis Queen, a Bava-, 
rian Princess, who had adopted thfe' evang^ 
confession previous to her marriage, had the 
greatest difficulty in curbing. She was wont 
on such occasions to peer round the room with 
the remark, "I am looking for the King." Yet 
the impression which his character as a whole 
made upon her was such, that, after long ex- 
perience, she could say with all sincerity to 
Pojie Pius JX., "When one has as a husband-a;, 
man like this, whose very life is the gospeifone' 
feels certain of the truth of the ' evangelical 
failli." No characteristic of "Frederick Wil- 
liam was, indeed, more conspicuous than his 
piety, and during the twenty years of his 
reign he built or restored as many as 300 
churches.' Cornelius'^cartoons, which are .still 
to be seen in 1l:lie'''Natibri Gallery at Berlin, 
were the designs for a series of frescoes that 
were to embellish a sumptuous new church op- 
posite the Schloss. The building was to serve 
at once as a kind of headquarters for the evan- 
gelical religion and a resting place for the 
bones of the Hohcnzollerns. Though the

scheme , had to be abandoned at that time, it 
has been carried out in the present reign. 

If his rhetorical and conversational pro- 
clivities made -him' the very reverse of his taci- 
turn father in one direction, the contrast be- 
tween them was not less striking in others. 
Chastened by 'the stern ordeal of the French 
occupation^ and by^the||^3lfficultj;iprQ 
which subsequently, comront'cd hirii," Frederick 
William III. had, during the later years of his 
reign, held a very simple manner of life. This 
his son thought to be unworthy of tHe "dignity 
of the House of Ilohenzollern. He had feasted 
his imagination on the pictures of the lioly 
Roman Empire as it existed in the days of its 
greatest magnificence, and he dreamt of reviv- 
iiirigf;the,^picturesque pageantry of the,s^g^i,of 
' romance.' The ceremony of the Coui-t^was 'el-. 
aborated, and its trapings enriched. The sca-.j 
.son at Berlin was enlivened by a constant'* 
round of fancy dress balls, concerts, tableaux 
vivants, and theatrical performances. Famous 
artists,, scientists, musicians, were enticed to 
the Prussian capital to lend lustre to its Court, 
The King was ever indefatigable in suggesting 
subjects, sketching drafts for public buildings, 
amending, correcting and generally attempting 
to fulfil what he believed to be his Heaven-sent 
mission to stimulate and direct every activity 
of the national life. With his strong leaning 
towards the romance of tradition, it was not 
surprising that he devoted special attention to 
the restoration of the mediaeval ruins wliich 
look down upon the broad stream of the Rhine. 
It was in one of these, Stolzenfels, pthat he 
feasted Queen Victoria, after she had been wel- 
comed from the heights of Ehrenbreitstein 
with a salute of a thousand guns, and that he 
subsequently received the news of the betroth- 
al of his nephew to the British Princess Royal. 
Nor was his murcurial spirit content to stay 
at home, for he was never happier than when, 
he was travelling about, viewing fresh scenery 
and taking in new impressions. 

It can easily be imagined what a blow it 
was to this father of his people when his chil- 
dren of Berlin 'rose against hipi in rebellion, 
While the troops were clearing the barricaded 
streets, the populace execrated his name as 
that of a bloody and relentless tyrant. Mean- 
while the object of their curses was passing 
the time between paroxysms of violent sob- 
bing and fits of melancholy stupefaction. He; 
felt that it was the blood of his children which 
wasibeirtg shed ; permission for , each;tirt)yij(fpif- 
vvaircl of the military fbt-ce h'ad 'to be tbrti'^frpm 
him by his advisers, and it was like wrerifching 
at his heart-strings. If the rabble on the bar- 
riers had seen him four years before, when, 
after stubborn resistance to the tmited en- 
treaties of his ministers and the heir-presumpr 
tive, and with tears coursing down his cheeksi 
he signed the death warrant of thej,nian.whb: 
had fired a bullet Jntbohis-jDodj^Jiifeith^p 
heard the message of " forgiveness ^%hd'>'love 
which his confident Kleits conveyed to -the 
condemned man in his cell, they would have- 
attributed his vacillating conduct during those 
"March days" to something else besides bru- 
tality and weakness. It is a strange com- 
mentary on the passions of the multitude that- 
his step-brother, who was even more unpopu- 
lar tharigliimself, and was obliged to seek in 
England" "a "refuge from the storm, lived to be 
the first German Emperor and to bequeath -to 
his successors a treasure of devotion and loy- 
alty to the reigning house such as is probably 
without a parallel in history. 

Refusal of the Imperial Crown 

But though the King issued the appeal to'-, 
his "dear Berliners," and acceded to their de- 
mand that he should withdraw the soldiery 
from the city, though he drove through the 
streets in a carriage decked witlvthe.»black,ired 
and yellow, which were to be the'co'ro ltfo'senw 
and yellow, which were to be the colors of the 
new Empire, though, with bared head, he ad- 
dressed words of eloquent, mbiirning, to the 
corpses of those who had fallen on the day of 
the barricades, the awful experience of the re- 
bellion left him a broken man. , 

Yet he was still to have the greatest chance 
of his life. The National Assembly at Frani;- 
fort offered him the Imperial Crown of the new 
Germany that was to be. He refused it, be- 
cause he did not admit the competence of the 
people to give what rightly belonged to the 
Princes. He had hopes that the latter would 
urge him to reconsider his decision; but the 
opportunity of standing at the head of a united 
Empire did not, return. The double shock 
rapidly undermined his remarkable intellect. 
He complained more bitterly than, ever that 
no one would, or could, understand-: him,vand 
his aspirations and ideals. The gay ajid , spark- 
ling moods became xHi^re and • more :Seldom; 
those of morbsel sileiicc ntbre' and rnore fre- 
quent. He was also :ubjcct to complete lapses 
of memory, and his fits of passion were more 
violent and ungovernable than they had ever 
been. Finally, he was prostrated by a stroke, 
and was obliged to resign the duties of gov- 
ernment into his brother's hands. 

One of the bitterest ironies of this tragedy 
of iiigh hopes, brilliant taleri,ts;;'apd-good inten- 
tions was that the final bfficiahact of his reign 
was the confirmationof a batch of, eleven death 
sentences. The most 'teiiderrhearted of mon- 
archs had. latterly.^become possessed , by the 
idea that as peiiitence'^fbi^ hiS 'bwii<:Sii^^ 
been ordained to punish with severity those of 
others, and the j)rerogativc of mercy was now 
the regal function, which he most unwillingly 
performed. Three years later he closed his 
eyes for the last time in Frederick the Great's 
miniature palace of Sans Souci, which in pious 
veneration, had been left vacant by his two 
predecessors, but in which he, challenging a 
dangerous comparison, had taken up his quar- 
ters immediately after his accession. .
